CAPITULATION CONVENTION,

TOKIO, Jan. 3, evening.—A telegram from Ges. Nogi giving 
the text of the capitulation convention was received this after- 
noon. It was as follows: 
„Article 1. All Russian soldiers, marines, volunteers, also 
government officials at the garrison and harbor of Port Arthur, 
are taken prisoners. 
“Art. 2. All forts, batteries. warships, other ships and 
boats, arms, ammunition, horses, all materials for hostile use, 
government buildings and all objects belonging to the Russian 
government shall be transferred to the Japanese army in their 
existing condition. 
“Art. 3. On the preceding two conditions bein assented 
to, as a guarantee for the fulfil ment thereof, the men garrisoning 
the forts and the batteries on Etse M untain, Sungshu Mountain, 
Antse Mountain and the line of eminences southeast therefrom, 
shall be removed by noon of January 3, and the same shall be 
transferred to the Japanese army. | 
MUST DO NO DAMAGE. 
“Art. 4. Should Russian military or naval men be deemed 
to have destroyed objects named in Article Two or to have caused 
alteration in any way in their condition at the existing time, the 
signing of this conpact and the negotiations shall be annulled an 
the Japanese army wil take free action. 
„Art. 5. The Russian military and naval authorities shal! 
prepare and transfer to the Japanese army a table showing the 
fortifications of Port Arthur and their respective positions, and 
maps showing the location of mines, underground and submarine, 
and all other dangerous objects, also a table showing the com- 
position and system of the army and naval services at Port 
Arthur; a list of army and navy officers with names, rank 
and duties of said officers; a list of army steamers, warships 
and other ships, with the numbers of their respective crews; a 
list of civilians, showing the number of men and wow een, their 
race and occupations. 
“Art. 6. Arms, including those carried on the person; 
ammunitions, war materials, government buildings, objects owned

ness to be carried on, and there is a

‘rapld changes in conditions under 
which business % done, render un- 
avoidable many alterations in the stat- 
utes. And yet it is very true that 
every needless law enacted is a detri- 
ment, and the making of many minor 
changes at frequent intervals fs to be 
deprecated. A more thorough revision 
at greater intervals would be much 
better, 

LAWS OF LAST SESSION. 

“I am happy to state that the leg- 
ation of the last session appears to 
Lave been, In the main, sound in pur- 
pose and reasonably correct. With one 
, oF two exceptions, nu acts have been 

declared by the courts to be unconsti- 
tutional, and, on the other hand, many 
acknowleiged evils were corrected. 
This was done, for example, in the 
amendment of the ballot law. which 
previously had been so framed that 
many citizens had, through fgnorance 
ot carelessness, lost their votes. Under 
the act authorizing the use of ballot 
machines, several counties introduced 
the machines, and their operation ap- 
Pears to have been successful. 

The law in relation to msanity and 
the hospitals for the Insane, which 
theretofore had been very defective, 
was revised, and in ite new form has 
ebviated mom of the former difficul- 
ties. I think I may also enumerate 
among the clearly beneficial acts of the 
late session the one altering the law 
of divorcee, requiring the entering of 
an interlocutory decree and pustponing 
for a year the time when a divorced 
person may remarry. 

“At the same session several ace 
‘vere ed in the interest of labor, | 
ineluding one which regulated emplor- | 
ment . The probation and ja- | 
venile court laws enacted were intend- 
ed to save from prisons and from liver 
of crime many young men and boys, 
who, although they have taken their 
first steps in vice, are not irreclaim- | 
able. The act providh a way to im- 
prove the common school text-books, 
ty buying the right to use copyrighted 
terte, promises to be productive of 
much good. 

“I especially advise the utmost care 

the framing of statutes to avold 
defects, which will defeat 
their purpose. Two years ago I eit 
«bliged to refuse to sign a number 
of bills, otherwise meritorious, which 
were so faultily framed that it would 
rot have been safe te let them become

“A subject closely connected with the 
above is the California codes, to wich 
at every session of the Legislature 
many amendments are proposed. {t is 
now more than thirty years since the 
codes were adopted, the principal ob- 
ject at the time being to rescue the law 
from the uncertainty of many conflict- 
ing gtatutes and decisions.

Northern Securities Decision 
is Now Reversed. 


Stock May be Disposed of, is 
the Latest Opinion, 


Jamestown and Yosemite 
New State Line. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M.) 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—The 
United States Court of Appeals for the 
Third Judicial District, in an opinion 
Med here today, reverses the decision 
of the New Jersey Circult Court, which 
restrained the Northern Securities 
Company fran distributing certain 
stock of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company. The decision le a defeat for 
the interest represented by E. H. Har- 
riman. 

By the decree of the New Jersey 
court, the Northern Securities Com- 
pany was restrained fran disposing of 
370,320 shares of the common stock of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, alleged io have been received 
from E. H. Harriman and Winslow 
S. Pierce, and of 347,090 shares of the 
common stock of the Northern Pacific 
Raliway Company received by the 
Northern Securities Company from the 
Northern Pacific Company. Today's 
decision, however, gives the Northern 
Securities Company the right to dis- 
pose of the stock. 

Harriman and Pierce, when the 
Northern Securities Coenpany had been 
declared by the United States Supreme 
Court an illegal com ination, demanded 
the return of ‘the original stock they 
had contributed at the time of the or- 
ganization of the combination. The 
Northern Securities Company, it was 
claimed, intended to enake a pro rata 
distribution of the stock of the con- 
tributing companies. 

The opinion Was written by Judge 
Dallas. After quoting the resolution 
under which the stock was acquired, 
the opinion says the resolution contem- 
plated a purchase and not a trust. and 
that the resolution wes adopted at a 
meeting at which Harriman was ores- 
ent. Judge George Gray of Delaware 
filed a dissenting opinion. 

HARRIMAN'S IDEA OF IT. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NE YORK, Jan. 3.—E. H. Harri- 
man, when he was shown the bulletin 
announcing the decision of the court 
in the Northern Securities case, said: 
‘The matter now has Geen before four 
judges, and, so far, it is an even 
division, two haviuk declared for us 
and two against us.” 

The adjourned annual meeting of the 
Northern Securities stockholders, at 
Hoboken today, has again been ad- 
journed until january 9. The only per- 
sons present were W. P. Clough, fourth 
vice-president, and the secretary-treas- 
urer. No action except that of ad- 
journment was taken. 

Representatives of the Harriman fac- 
tion were in conference today, and it 
can be authoritatively stated that ap- 
plication for a writ of certiorari will 
be made before the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

It is understood that the decision 
handed down by the court in Philadel- 
phia is not effective before thirty days. 

J. J. Hiil was seen at his office. He 
said he was pleased but not surprised 
at the decision. There will be no haste, 
he said, in distributing the assets of 
the Northern Securities Company. Hill 
was asked whether there would be a 
meeting of the opposing interests as a 
result of today’s decision. He said he 
knew of no reason for such a meetin . 
Hiil was reminded that Schiff had ap- 
peared before the directors of the 
Northern Securities Company last 
summer with a settlement proposition. 
To this Hill replied that Schiff on that 
occasion showed that he stood alone in 
his attitude. 


JAMESTOWN TO YOSEMITE. 
NEW COMPANY INCORPORATES, 
(BY THE ASECCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 3.—Articles 
of incorporation of the Jamestown and 
Yosemite Railroad Company were filed 
today with the County Clerk. It will 
run for farty miles from Jamestown, 
Tuolumne county, to Mariposa, and 
there will be an intermediate branch, 
thirty miles long, to an available point 
in the Yosemite Valley. The capital 
stock is $1,000,000, and the principal 

office will be in San Francisco. 

There are five directors, of whom T.

I think that I can safely 
absolve the, management from the im- 
plication ef deliberate intent to con- 
vert public property to private an 
personal advantage, but a most unfor- 
tunate and regrettable iaxness of 
method of doing’ public business has 
been made manifest in many ways. A 
seeming necessity, or even inconveni- 
ence, has 2 the evasion of laws 
and regulations in order that ends 
which could not be accomplished - 
rectly might be attained. by indircc- 
tion and circumvention. It is not a t- 
isfactory excuse that all of these things 
were done for the benefit of the school, 
or of pupils in the school, or that wnat 
was converted to private advantage 
in one instance was more than made 
good in another by personal service or 
personal expenditure. It is essential 
that the laws be obeyed and that those 
methods of doing business which time 
and custom have sancjioned 4s orderly 
and wise be follow without devia- 
tion. It is not sufficient that a public 
official shall attend to public business 
as he would attend to his own. He 
wust attend to public business as the 
laws require, and guard its details with 
a more exemplary circumspection.” 


In regard to aid to dependent chil- 
dren, the Governor suggests to the

Ot the recent legislative act govern- 
ing newspapers in Pennsylvania, the 
Governor says: “At the last session 
of the General Assembly an act was 
passed requiring newspapers to exer- 
cise reasonable care with respect to 
what they published, and further re- 
quiring them to print upon the edi- 
turial page the names of those respon- 
sible for the publication. Although, as 


was natural, it caused adverse criti- 


cism upon the part of many of those 
affected by it. the requirement of the 
publication of the names of the ed- 
Rors and business managers was at 
once obeyed by the press of the State, 
und the act has gesulted in a marked 
improvement in the amenities of jour- 
ua lam. in so far as they concern per- 


sons in private life. 
“It is also evident that the act met 
with the grateful approval of the peo- 
ple. At the recent election of those 
members of the Senate and House who 
voted for this bill, seventy-six were re- 
elected and two were defea of 
those who voted against the bill twen- 
ty-eight were retlected and ten were 
defeated. Of those who voted against 
the bill, 26.2 per cent., and of those who 
supported it 2.5 per cent. were defeat

We are compelled to recognize that 
since the cry of the liberty of the 
press became a shibboleth, the relation 
of the newspaper to the government 
and the people has been very much 
mod fied. 
“In the large cities what is popular- 
ly called ‘yellew journalism’ is gaining 
a foothold. There is a daily newspaper 
of wide circulation published in the city 
of Philadeiphia, ostensibily by a Penn- 
syivania corporation. This .corpora- 
tion was chartered May 18, 1899, with 
an authorised capital stock of $25,000, 
of which the amount actually paid into 
the treasury of the corporation was 
$2500. So far as the records in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth show, this amount has never 
been increased. A ‘*wenty-st rv bulld- 
ing on the main street im the heart 
of the city, largely rented ou: for of- 
fices and other purposes, its 
name. Since its incorporation, it has 
paid to the commonwealth in taxes 
$5.73. Since its control of what had 
been a useful and venerable newspa- 
per began, every Mayor of Philadel- 
phia, every Governor, every United 
States nator, save one, who has 
only in office four weeks, and ev- 
ery legisiator of the commonwealth 
has been subjected to a dally flood in 
its columns, not of adverse comment, 
but of invented untruths. 

“The State expended a considerable 
sum of money upon the celebration of 
Pennsylvania Day, August 20, 1904, at 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 
an effort to impress upon the nation 
the importance of her participation in 
the settlement of the West. Her bulld- 
ing and much of what she put on exhi- 
bition were exceptionally meritorious. 
But the gentlemen put in charge of the 
agricultural exhibit at the outset 
bought in St. Louis two lots of seeds, 
one costing $17.60 and the other about 
. and put upon plates, without names, 
some breakfast foods manufactured in 
verious States, the various products of 
corn wherever made, and added them 
to his display. 

“He had been selected, overlooking 
political affiliations, because of his 
connection with the Pennsylvania 
State College, where agriculture is 
taught, and his previous experience in 
a similar charge at Chicago. His ex- 
planation is that seeds are a mar- 
ketable commodity, which, wherever 
bought, may have been grown in any 
other locality; that it was an impor- 
tant education for farmers to see al)

It talked of ‘un- 
paralleled fraud’ and ‘graft,’ although 
such a suggestion in connection with 
the sum of $22.60 was a manifest ab- 
surdity. It gave what purported to he 
an interview with a member of the 
commission. The written denial by 
the commissioner of the facts alleged 
im the interview is on file among the 
papers of the commiesion. He was 
made to say about tobacco that ‘TI un. 
derstand that not a leaf of this most 
important part of Pennsylvania's agri- 
eultural product is on exhibition.’ The 
tobacco then on display subsequeni'y 


received in cempetition with the whole 
world the very highest prize. It said 
the sum expended was $15,000. The 
sum actually expended was $8999.26. It 
told the people over the country that 
this exhibit was a ‘fraud, a hypocrit- 
ical sham, an insult to the farming in- 
terests and a diagrace.” As a matter 
of fact, the exhibit was so creditable 
that the officials of the exposition 
awarded to it three grand prises, the 
highest possible award, twenty gold 
medals, twentv-one silver medais and 
thirty-two medals in bronze.

TEXT OF THE LAW. 


Following is the law suggested by 
the Governor: 

“An act declaring the habitual pub- 
ication and dissemination by newspa- 
pers, journals, periodicals, pamphiets 
or circulars of falsehood, defamation 
and scandal to be a public nuisance 
“hy providing for the abatement there- 
or. 


“Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth in General As- 
sembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, that 
the habitual publication and dissemi- 
nation by newspapers, journals, period- 
als, pamphiets or circulars of faise- 
hood, defamation and scandal detri- 
mental to the administration of public 
affairs, State, county or municipal, or 
injurious to the reputation d char- 
acter of public officials or private 
persons be declared to be a public 
nuisance. 

“Sec. 2. Any six persons, citizens of 
this commonwealth, may present a pe- 
tition to the Attorney-General of the 
commonwealth, setting forth the desig- 
nation and description of the publica- 
tion constituting such a public nui- 
sance the fact that it habitually pub- 
lishes and disseminates falsehood, defa- 
mation and scandal, giving the partic- 
viars and details in at least three in- 
stances of false, defamatory or scan- 
dalous statements or representations 20 
published, and further setting forth the 
special injury, if there be cuch injury. 
Thereupon, if in the judgment of the 
Attorney-General there shall appear to 
be a prima facie case established, re- 
quiring his intervention, it shall be his 
duty to file a bill in equity in the 
name of the commonwealth in the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county 
in which such publication has been 
made, setting forth the facts and pray- 
ing for the abatement of the nui- 
Rance. 

“Sec. 3. Upon the trial of the cause, 
if the evidence shall show the habitual 
publication and dissemination of false, 
defamatory or scandalous statements 
or representations, whether in the form 
of news comment or illustration, it 
shall be the duty of the court to make 
e decree directing the suppression of 
the publication of the newspaper or 
newspapers, journal or journals, pe- 
riodical or periodicals, pamphlet or 
pamphiets, or circular or circulars, in 
whole or in part, as in its judgment 
may be necessary for the abatement 
of the nuisance. 

“Bee. 4. The Attorney-Gene 
hereby authorized, upon filing 
with the Auditor-General, to receive 
from the State such sums as may be 
required for the costs and expenses of 
all such proceedings prosecuted by 
him. 

“Sec. 5. All acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent herewith be dnd the same 
ure hereby repealed.“

DENVER, Jan, 3.— Supreme 
Court today took under consideration 
the application of Alva Adams for a 
moilification of the order of the gu- 
preme Court ordering an investigation 
into the recent election, and Chief 
Justice Gabbert declared that the de- 
cision would be given later. He did 
not specify any time or date for the 
announcement of the decision. 

The arguments of the attorneys con- 
sumed something over an hour. Ex- 
Governor Charlies . Thomas, for Ad- 
ams, urgei that the order of the court 
be made applicable to the ballot boxes 
only, not to include poll books or 
registration lists, as asked by the Re- 
publicans.

HOW CHEFOO TAKES Tr. 

Chefoo, with its many refugees and 
Close comnection with Port Arthur. 
viewed the final developments there 
iret with anguish plainly visible, but 
this has now given away to a feeling 
of relief from the anxiety over the 
garrison emerging from torture, great 
im defeat and worthy of the greatest 
honer possible which their admiring 
vountrymen con bestow. The first 
news of the gurrison’s awful plight 
ecddened the thought, for the refugees 
had many friends and relatives at 
Port Arthur, but, the shock weering 
eff, it has left only satisfaction with 
the soldiers who so heroically upheld 
Muesian traditions. 
Tears greeted the destroyers yester- 
day; today three launches were re- 
ceived with smiles. Even when the 
Japanese cruiser Akitsushima came 
triumphantiy into the harbor this 
morning and exchanged salutes with 
the American cruiser Baltimore, the 
Russians betrayed no resentment. 

They paid scant attentjon to the 
seven Japanese torpedo-boat destroyers 
which the lifting fog disclosed, but 
gazed with admiring hospitality while 
their satiors renewed their acquaint- 
ance with good meat, potatoes and 
dearly-loved champagne. One Russian 
Officer, who had not walked on land 
for four months said that being here 
was like coming from a devil-ridtien 
tomb- into Paradise. 

The Chinese authorities are gratified 
that the arrival of the Japanese tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers has off, so 
far, without infringing upon the neu- 
trality of the port and lowering China's 
dignity. The continued presence of 
three torpedo-boat destroyers is re- 
garded merely as a precautionary 
measure upon the part of the Japanese 
and no trouble is expected, unless the 
Russians attempt to evace their parole 
obligations. 

STOESSEL FILING DISPATCHES. 

An immense quantity, of dispatches 
has been arriving yesterday and today 
and going on to St. Petersburg and 
the Consulate staff has worked all 
night filing them, without taking time 
to read them, merely putting the man- 
uscript into proper f° .pe to reach its 
destination. 

Aside from the unusual number of 
Japanese seen on the streets, the city 
is maintaining its usual composure. 

Capt. Kartzow, commanding the Rus- 
sian torpedo-boat destroyer flotilla 
which escaped from Port Arthur and 
entered the harbor of Chefoo Monday 
morning, tells a curious story of 
‘biuffing” by the Russians at the be- 
ginning of the war,. when, although 
there was plenty of ammunition at Port 
Arthur, there was none on the ships 
under Golden Hill save blank cart- 
ridges used for salutes. 

On three occasions, when the Japa- 
nese warships approached at long 
range, the Russians opened a noisy 
fire with blank ammunition, the Japa- 
nese in each instance retiring. — 

Prisoners taken by the Russians re- 
jated that later, after the Russian ships 
had received ammunition, the Japanese 
learned of the ruse and were greatly 
chagrined that they had not taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 

“Our defense,” said Capt. Kartzow, 
“has been replete with such make- 
shifts.” 

SURPRISE FOR RUSSIANS. 

Two more torpedo-boat destroyers 
having left only one Japanese destroyer 
remains in port. The news that Gen, 
Stoessel accepted Gen. Nogi's termes 
yesterday afternoon has surprised the 
Russian omcers here. Who had not 
heard the report to that effect when 
leaevi Port Arthur last night. 

A teh , received here from 
Tsingtau, dated 4 p.m. today, says a 
Japanese torpedo-boat destroyer en- 
tered that port at noon and that there 
are others outside. * 

The statement that a transport with 
800 wounded se'diers on board had ar- 
rived yesterday is an error due to the 
fact that no one was allowed on the 
vessel. The steamer, which is named 
the Vina, came from Cochin China, 
with several hundred soldiers on board. 
It is reported that she belongs to a 
volunteer fleet intended for running re. 
inforcements into Port Arthur. 


“KATY” FLYER IN THE DITCH, 


SEDALIA (Mo.) Jan. 3.— Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas passenger train No. 
., known as the flyer, which left St. 
Louis last night for Galveston and 
San Antonio, was partly wrecked early 
today at a point a mile and a haif 
east of Rockport, Mo. The engine, 
bagguge car, combination car and two 
coaches were turned over into a. ditch. 
No one was killed. Five persons were 
more or less seriously injured. The en- 
gine Jumped the track and ran into a 
bluff, the other cars mentioned jam- 
ming into it. The baggage car caught 
fire and was consumed, together with 
much baggage. Train Collector Loe- 
bel of St. Louis was most njured and 
may die. The injuries sustained by the 
others were slight. 


TURKS STOP SALE OF BIBLES. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 3.—The 
Porte has at length replied to the 
notes of the American Legation and 
the British Embassy regarding the 
sales of Bibles, and. notwithstanding 
previous assurances, the Porte refuses 
to authorize street sales. The Portes 
notes, which are in identical terms. 
deciare there is no doubt that agents 
of the Bible societies indul;s in a prop- 
aganda in explaining the utility ud 
use of the scriptures: d. as all prop- 
agandas are forbidden by ine laws of 
the empire, the action of the colpor- 
teurs brings them under prohibition. 
Consequently, the govérnment cannot 
longer consent to the system of pe1i- 
diing Bibles, but must insist that the 
sales be confined exclusively to shop« 
or the depots of the societies.

Tell Tale of Terror. 


IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.}] The public seems 
stunned by the announcemient of the 
fall of Port Arthur, which the govern- 
tnent authorized this morning in the 
shape of publication of foreign tele- 
grasns. Little had been done to pre- 
pare the people, and the impression 
produced is, despite the heroic nature 
of the defense, ahnost stupefaction. 

What will be the Immediate effect of 
the announcement on the internal sit- 
uation remains to be seen. although it 
is fully expected to be followed by big 
demonstrations on the rt of the ele- 
ments which spare nothing to emmbar- 
rass the government. In view of the 
situation,- Emperor Nicholas, who was 
reported to de at Minsk, is now on his 
way to St. Petersburg, where he prob- 
ably will have an immediate consul- 
tation with his advisers. 

STOESSEL'S- DISPATCHES. 

Gen. Stoessel's dispatches, by way of 
Chefoo, to the General Staff, relate 
how the position of the fortress of Port 
Arthur gradually becamé less safe and 
more critical, the ravages of scurvy 
increasing enormously the casualty 
list, already so considerable from the 
Japanese assaults and bosnmbardments. 
Toward the end of the year supplies 
of ammunition completely gave out, 
there were 14,000 sick and wounded in 
the hospitals, and 300 fresh casualties 
coming in dally. The general reports 
that at the end of the siege he 0. d 
only 10,000 men under arms. the re- 
mainder of the original garrison hav- 
ing either been killed or disabled.

Rugz- 
notvsky is dead, two are wounde, 
myself and Gonnadecer, while Gorbat- 
owsky is suffering from contusions. 
Of nine regimental commanders and 
colonels, Prince Matchabeli Naiumven- 
ko has been killed, Dourie and Glago- 
lew have succumbed to wounds and 
four others have been wounded. One 
eutenan: cojonel has been killed and 
two are wounded.” 

BLOW UP PARAPET. 

December 29, Gen. Stoesse! wrote: 
“At 10 o'clock yesterday morning, the 
Japanese blew up part of the parapet 
of Fort No. 3. They afterward opened 
& severe bombardment along the 
whole front, but especially on Fort 
No. 3. At about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon they dashed to the attack of the 
parapet from the moat and glacis, 
where they had been held in readiness. 
Two attacks were repulsed, but the 
Japanese occupied the funnel-shaped 
opening formed by the explosion, and 
reinforced by their reserves, began to 
run across the moat in groups of 
about five. They occupied the parapet 
and at dusk two battalions had en- 
tered the interior of the fort. Our 
troops fought from the entrenchments, 
whieh were badly damaged. 

“Part of our troops hid themselves in 
the casemates but the Japanese 
placed machine guns in front of the 
exit of the casemates, thus depriving 
our men hidden there of all possibility 
of making an attack.

360,000 ing rooms in that big city 
into which the light of day never.en- 
ters. 

Modestly the speaker told of the hun- 
ble police reporter who, from his dingy 
desk at police headquarters on Mul- 
berry street, ®attled with his pen for 
beter conditions, but loud did he praise 
one who as Police Commiszioner took 
up the work that had been started and 
who before he left office had accom- 
plied many of the reforms that prom- 
ise to make New York tenemenis mod- 
els of their kind. 

The police reporter was Jacob Riis; 
the Police Coenmmissioner was Theo- 
dere Roosevelt. Together these men 
worked In the dark and noisoene al- 
leys, and in the reeking abodes of 
human beinas, and from the efforts 
thus launched has come the movement 
that has nearly transformed every 
plague spot in the large city into cosy 
homes for its poorest residents and 
into ample playgrounds for their chil- 
dren. 

When Mr. Riis flashed on the screen 
a photograph of the President and 
said, “He always does exactly what he 
promises,” the large audience let loose 
a mighty burst of applause that voiced 
its approval of the statement. 

TUB FOR FIVE THOUSAND. 
The audience siuddered when the 
speaker showed a block of tenement 
houses that contained the homes of 
5000 persons, and said there was not a 
bathtu® in the place. Then it burst 
into a laugh when he corrected hisn- 
self and admitted he had made a mls- 
statemen'. 

There was a bathtub in the block— 
jusi one. It was one of those big tin 
portable affairs that you could draw 
up close to the kitchen stove on a cold 
winter night, fill with hot water from 
the dishpan and frolic around in to 
your heart's content—but it was too 
big for any room in any part of that 
big block, and it was shown suspended 
by ropes in an airshaft twenty-seven 
inches wide that was supposed to fur- 
nish alr and light for fifty or more 
living apartments. 

It was thirty-elght years ago that 
New York made the first spasmodic 
effort to correct the slum evil. There 
was danger of an eplidesnic of cholera, 
so the city authorities ordered 40,000 
windows cut into dark abodes. The 
cholera didn't come, and the city fell 
usleep on the slum question. 

“The next movement was but a few 
years ago,” said the lecturer, “and the 
hammer and saw were given another 
job. But Tammany Hall was in charge 
and there's no moral backbone to 
that organization. 

“This is a battle for the life of the 
people. We must nent as Christian 
men and women, as well as American 
citizens, You can't bulld an American 
republic on a pigsty such as are scene 
of those tenements, and if you can, you 
don’t want to do 80.

Avenue,“ said Mr. Riis, “but there is 
none in Mulberry’ street,” and he

“I put a man instead of a voter 
behind every broom,” was the laconig 
reply he received. 

In closing, Mr. Riis said: 

“The people somehow believe that 
in some inscrutable way the street and 
the fire and police departments of the 
cities have some occult connection with 
the tariff, the Philippines and reciproc- 
ity with Canada. Uproot this belief 
and we shall accomplish much.” 

THAN PARADISE. 

Mr. Riis, who came to the United 
States nearly forty years ago, a poor 
immigrant, still retains much of the 
foreign accent in his speech. He is @ 
pleasant-faced stockily-built man, 
whose features clearly indicate his 
Scandinavian birth. 

“I dare not stay here too long,” he 
said to a Times reporter, “because 
I am a Christian. Being one, I have 
hopes of being called some day te 
Paradise, Were I to stay here long 
I fear I should fail to obey the sum- 
mons and give an excuse that I would 
prefer to remain in this land of sun- 
shine and flowers. 

“What I hope will come to pass,” he 
continued, “is that we can find capi- 
talists who will be willing to invest 
$100,000,000 if necessary in rebuilding 
the tenements of New York, and to 
be satisfied with an income of 3 of 
4 per cent. on the Investment, . 

“The hope lies, not in the present 
grown residents of the slum districts, 
but in the children. Place those whe 
have become accustomed to their sur- 
roundings in a land such as California 
and they would fall. Train the chil- 
dren properly and get them into wider 
fields and they will care for them- 
selves. Heads of families now are 
afraid to venture away from the city,

I recemmend that vou en- 
courage, as much as possibile, the pav- 
ing of the most traveled streets of the 
city, and that special measures be 
adopted to keep such streets in good 
condition und free from dirt and dust 
by regular and frequent sweeping and 
cleaning.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

This city has been woefully ter-iict in 
its duty to the library department, in 
neglecting to provide it with safe, ade. 
quate and suitable accommodations. 
Jur public library is one of the vest 
patronized and most efficiently man- 
aged in the country, yet it is proba- 
bly the worst housed. The maintenance 
of the library In its present cramped 
quarters on the third floor of the City 
Hall, which ie constantly busy with the 
operations of the general city govern- 
ment, is not creditable to the intel- 
ligence and enterprise of our people, 
and I earnestly recommend that vou 
make early provision for the erection 
of a worthy and adeguate library 
dbullding by submitting to the voters 
the proposition of issuing bonds for 
that purpose. 

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 
The rapid Increase in the population 
of our city necessitates constant ad- 
ditions to our school accommodations, 
and this condition is likely to con- 
tinue for many years to come. I rec- 
ommend, therefore, that some provi- 
sion be made for the creation of a 
building fund out of which to pay for 
the erection of additional schoolhouses 
every year as they are needed, so that 
the school department may keep pace 
at all times with the demands upon 
it for school room. I also advise that 
schoolhouses hereafter erected be con- 
structed of brick. . 
GARBAGE COLLECTION. 


The proper method of the collection 
and disposal of garbage is a matter 
that should receive your early atten- 
tion in view of the fact that the pres- 
ent garbage contract will expire in Au- 
gust next. and the intervening time 
is not more than sufficient to enable 
you to consider and decide upon the 
method hereafter to be adopted. 
PUBLIC UTILITIES. 

There are now on your flies drafis 
of ordinances prepared by the City At- 
torney requiring all gas, electric and 
telephone companies doing business in 
this city to make eworn statements of 
their annual revenues and expendi- 
tures, and of the cost and present 
value of their property and plants, and 
also imposing certain regulations upon 
the ale — use of gas and electric 


light. These ordinances should re- 
ceive your immediate consideration. 
Their passage is necessary in order

At the recent elec- 
tion, held December 5 last, the amend- 
ment extending the civil-service scheme 
to the police and fire departments, and 
providing for the registration of labor- 
ers, was carried by a majority of more 
than 8700 votes. If the Legislature 
ratifies this amendment our civil serv- 
ice scheme will be complete, and 
means will have been provided for ele- 
vating the standard of service in all 
departments to a degree unsurpassed 
by any other city in the country. By 
the adoption of civil-service methods 
in the appointment and promotion of 
employés, all of the people are put up- 
on an equality, and those best fitted for 
official dutiés are enabled to enter and 
remain in the service of the city. The 
people of our city have declared them- 
selves on this subject in no uncertain 
manner, and it is our duty to see that 
the spirit and letter of ali of the civil- 
service amendments that are now or 
may hereafter be in force shall be loy- 
ally complied with and observed.

KILLING OF FREY. 
CARPENTER MURDER TRIAL. 
C. M. Carpenter, one of the assistants 
to the superintendent of the Humane 
Society, was brought to trial in Judge 
Smith's court yesterday on the charge 
of murder. The case has been continued 
from time to time, and now promises 
to be as bitterly fought over as at the 
time of the preliminary examisation, 
when the matter was gone into ex- 
haustively and at great length. we 
Christian David Frey was the man 
whom Carpenter killed—accidentally, as 
he contends, but because he was puffed 
up with his authority as an officer, 
contends the prosecution—and when 
death overtook him he was in rather 
indifferent company. Frey and a num- 
ber of sports were in the willows on 
the Hunter ranch, north of the city, on 
May 1 last, watching a cocking main.

McAleer recommends that a workhouse 
be established upon city land, and ex- 
presses the opinion that such an insti- 
tution, in connection with a rock-pile, 
would help to keep undesirable char- 
acters away from the city. 

Citizens ere congratulated upon the 
abolition of the “crib district,” and 
the Mayor declares that “open vice in 
any form should not be tolerated in 
the city.” 

Continued increase in the equipment 
and efficiency of the fire department 
is recommended, to keep pace with 
the growth of the city. The mainte- 
nance of the parks in proper condition 
is urged, but attention is called to the 
feasibility of decreasing the number of 
park employés “whenever the amount 
of current work to be done permits.” 
The removal of poles and overhead 
wires and the protection of shade trees 
is also urged, and the submission of 
the question of bonds for a public li- 
brary building is recommended. It is 
doubtful if such bonds would carry 
while the present and prospective 
bonded debt of the city is so large. 
The people want the library building, 
but they will be likely to decide that 
it is a luxury which they cannot yet 
efford. And besides, the library build- 
ing might be built by private subscrip- 
tion. 

The call in Los Angeles is always 
for more schoolhouses, and Mr. e- 
Aleer urges “the creation of a build- 
ing fund out of which to pay for the 
erection of additional schoolhouses ev- 
ery year as they are needed.” He ad- 
Vises that all schoolhouses hereafter 
erected shall be constructed of brick. 

Early attention to the collection and 
disposal of garbage is urged; also the 
enactmen! of the pending ordinances 
“to regulate the gas, electric light and 
telephone businesses." The Mayor's 
position on this subject is thus stated: 

“Owners of public utilities cannot, 
and of course should not, be subjected 
to confiscatory legislation, but it is em- 
inently right amd proper, and absolutely 
necessary for the protection of the peo- 
ple’s interest, that the owners of pub- 
lic franchises should be required iv 
give to the public the best possible 
service, and that the compensation for 
such service should be limited to such 
an amount es will yield no more 
than a fair and reasonable profit upon 
the capital actually invested.” 

Mr. McAleer maintains his well- 
known position relative to universal 
transfers on the street railways, and 
says that “it would seem that, regard- 
less of legal obligations, this arranze- 
He ap- 
proves the civil-service amendment re- 
cently voted into the charter and urges 
the importance of full compliance with 
the same if ratified by the Legislature. 

It is quite true, as Mr. McAleer says 
in conclusion, that at the recent mu- 
nicipal election the amendment limit- 
lug the life of all franchises fo twenty- 
one years was carried. If ratified by 
the Legislature, this amendmen. will 
become a part of the organic law of 
the city, and as such must be observed 
until the people decree otherwise. ifr. 
McAleer supports this amendment. 
For reasons that have heretofore been 
given somewhat in detail, The Times 
belleves it to be an unwise provision, 
which will have the effect of greatly 
checking the growth and development 
of the suburban sections. In fact, it 
has already bad unmistakable influence 
in that direction. In all probability. 
after a two years’ trial, it will become 
so obnoxious that its repeal will be 
decreed by the people. with practical 
unanimity. 


HE MEMORY OF SHENANDOAH. 

Ap exasperating error crept into 
the editorial columns of The Times, 
yesterday, which wes doubtless noted 
by many critical readers. In the ar- 
ticle on the fall of Port Arthur the 
exploit of Gen. Sheridan in clearing the 
Shenandoah Valley during our Civil 
War was referred to by way of illus- 
tration, but unfortunately the name of 
Sherman got into type where the name 
of Sheridan should have been, instead. 
Such things, no matter how regret- 
table, will sometimes occur despite the 
ceaseless vigilance of copy readers and 
editors, not to speak of the “intelli- 
gent compositor.” 

The error serves, however, to re- 
call the Shenandoah Valley and Gen. 
Sheridan's services in thet fierce and 
busy battle-ground in the valorous 
days of the past when brothers were 
foes and the fate of the Union hung 
in the balance. And t is well that 
we should recall pages such as these 
from the annals of that great struggle 
when men's souls were tried in the 
crucial fires of war. By doing so we 
shall be in no danger of forgetting the 
debt we owe to the immortal dead who 
went down to bloody graves for their 
country’s sake, or to those who have 
since died, or to those who linger 
with us still—the grey but glorious 
remnant of the Old Guard. 

The Valley of the Shenandoah, lying 


between the Blue Ridge Mountains on 
the east and a paraliel range of the 
Alleghanies on the West, in Virginia, 
was the scene of many of the flercest 
conflicts of the Civil War. It was a 
favorite stamping ground of the Con- 
federates throughout almost the whole 
great struggle, and Stonewall Jack- 
son played sad havoc with our troops 
there time and again. Especially in 
1864 the Shenandoah Valley was of 
great service to the Confederates be- 
cause of the fact that from its remark- 
Able fertility it was capable of pro- 
ducing sustenance for their armies. 
Gen. Grant saw the necessity of dev- 
astating it. and, accordingly, sent 
Sheridan to perform the work. In the 
fall of 1864 “Little Phil” undertook 
that mighty task. He relates in his 
own memoirs that much fault wes 
found with him in the early stages for 
the manner in which he handled his 
campaign. He hed to be careful. The 
enemy was strong and crafty. But 
when it was rumored that the Confed- 
erates were being reinforced and 
Sheridan had made a retrograde move- 
ment from Strasburg to Halltown, 
there were loud calls in the North for 
his removal. The people were in an 
extremely excited state of mind and 
in constant dread that the Confederates 
would again cross the Potomac, rav- 
age Maryland and Pennsylvania and 
possibly capture Washington. 

But Sheridan knew what he was 
about. All through September he kept 
on sparring against Early and finally, 
October 19, he fought and won the bat- 
tle of Winchester, the scene of his fa- 
mous ride, where he turned a rout 
into an advance, and defeat into vic- 
tory.

When he got 
through he said: “If a crow were now 
to fly over the Shenandoah Valley he'd 
have to carry his rations with him.” 
It looked like cruelty, but it had to be 
done. War is cruel and cannot be 
made otherwise. And when Sheridan 
laid desolate the Shenandoah Valley he 
struck a decisive blow that took much 
of the heart out of the enemy and 
immortalized himself. 


OV. PARDEE TO THE LEGISLA- 
G TURE. | 

The biennial message of Gov. Par- 
dee to the Senate and Assembly is a 
document of great length, which can 
hardly be discussed, in full, within the 
limits of a brief editorial summary. 
It contains a large amount of infor- 
mation concerning the public affairs uf 
the State, and it has many suggestions 
which the Legislature will find valu- 
able, without doubt, in the course of 
the present session. These will be 
discussed more in detail than is pos- 
sible at this moment, as the subjects to 
which they refer come before the 
Legislature for action. 

The Governor; at the beginning of 
his message, congratulates the mem- 
bers of the Legislature upon the op- 
portunity which they possess to ben- 
efit their constituents by a serious de- 
votion to duty during the wert two 
months. This opportunity, be says, 
lies principally in the economy which 
they can exercise in making necessary 
appropriations, and by “vigilance in 
preventing appropriations which are 
not necessary. In this connection, it 
is not out of place to observe that the 
Governor's message was not :ead be- 
fore the two houses until after they 
had organized and voted to themseives 
a large amount of petty “graft.” oth- 
erwise known as “patronage,” and cor- 
rectly known as a steal of public 
money. Perhaps—who knows—if these 
recreant and pilfering legislators had 
bad the benefit of the Governor's rec- 
ommendations of economy before con- 
summatlug thb steal referred to, they 
might have refrained from stealing 
more than $19 per diem for each Sena- 
tor and 310 per diem for each Assem- 
blyman. But alas! the Governor's 
message came 600 late. 

The legislators can further serve 
their constituents,” declares the Gov- 
ernor, “by seeing to it that none but 
useful laws, and those carefully 
framed, shall be passed. Loose and 
careless laws,” he adds, “fill the courts 
with litigation and impose a heavy 
burden upon all classes of citizens.” 
This is truthful and timely. One of 
the evils from which Californa has 
suffered in common with other States 
of this puissant Union, is too much 
legislation. Probably two-thirds of 
the laws enacted would better have not 
passed; and certainly ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of the great mass of amor- 
phous legisiation proposed would serve 
a better purpose in waste-baskets or 
ag fire-kindlefs, than on the statute- 
books of the commonwealth. There- 
fore, O wise and “patronage”-dispens- 
ing Solons, please to cut out what- 
ever of legislative idiocy may be in- 
enbating in your statesmanlike intel- 
jects, and give us well-framed laws, 
boiled down. 

Among the indirect recommendations 
of the Governor is one in favor of the 
general introduction of voting ma- 
chines. He maintains that these ma- 
chines, where introduced, have cor- 
rected an evil which caused many 
persons, through ignorance or care- 
lessness, to lose theif votes, and he 
says that their operation.“appears to 
have been successful.” The experi- 
ence of Los Angeles in this matter co- 
incides with the Governor's views. 
The voting machine has undoubtedly 
come to stay. 

Calling attention to the . improved 
financial condition of the State Treas- 
ury. Gov. Pardee says: . 

“Two years agoit was clearly fore- 
geen that the general fund would run 
short before the next succeeding col- 
lection of taxes. In order to prevent 
this condition becoming chronic, and 
‘to make it possible to replenish the 
treasury, it became necessary for the

in. excess of that which would have 
been required had the one fixed in 
the year 1902 not been so far below 
what the actual appropriations called 
for. This excess for the year 1903-4 
amounted to 6 cents on the $100, an 


much. 
the taxes for 1903-4 


for 190445 to nearly as 
before 


were collected the expected had hap- 
pened, for the general fund ran short, 
and borrowing from other funds was 
unavoidable. June 30, 1903, the bal- 
ance in the general fund was only 
$432,415.74, with five months’ ex- 
penses to be met before taxes would 
again flow into the treasury. This 
small balance was soon exhausted, 
and it became necessary, July 321, 
1903, to borrow from other funds the 
sum of $921,100, and again, Novem- 
ber 5, to borrow the further sum of 
$447,000. 

“This, as the State Controllér 
points out in his biennial report, was 
a condition such as had not before 
arisen for nearly a decade, and it was, 
as before said, to prevent its recur- 
rence that the Legisiature ordered 3 
larger tax levy than the appropria- 
tions demanded. The effect of this 
levy is shown by the vastly different 
condition of the general fund June 30, 
1901, which on that date contained 
$2,058,610.11, a sum more than su- 
cient to meet all prospective de- 
mands.” 

Thus has a legacy of deficits 
handed down from the preceding ad- 
ministration been met and canceled. 

The Governor puts in a strong plea 
for keeping the public funds of the 
State on deposit in banking institu- 
tions, under proper safeguards. “By 
following the deposit plan, he ssys, 
“the money is permitted to circulate 
in the channels of trade until needed 
to meet claims against the treasury. 
The drain of money at certain periods 
of the year, when State, county aud 
city governments are ail collecting 
taxes, is a heavy one, and it has long 
been a cause of complaint in Califor- 
nia that at these times busimess is 
embarrassed by the large reduction 
in the circulating medium.” Most 
of the States foilbw the deposit plan, 
and there is no good reason why Cal- 
ifornia should lag behind the proces- 
sion in a matter which offers distinct 
advantages and additional safety, be- 
sides a considerable profit, in the 
handling of the public moneys. The 
deposit plan, by keeping these 
moneys largely in the channels of 
trade, would prove a decided public 
benefit. 

Certain reforms in taxation are sug- 
gested—though they are not so éGefi- 
nitely outlined as could ve desired— 
designed to prevent “the escape from 
taxation of large amountsof personal 
property; the object deing “the 
eventual separation of State and 
county taxation, giving to each of 
those political divisions its own sub- 
jects of taxation and its own assess- 
ment machinery.” 

The liberality of the State in the 
matter of education is commended by 
the Governor, and he suggests that 
some means should be devised for re- 
ducing the number of truants, which 
is “too large for California,” though 
not large proportionately to other 
States. 

Gov. Pardee expresses the hope 
that with the powerful ald of the 
Federal goverumen the irrigation 
problem in Califérnia will be solved 
in due course of time. This solution 
will include that of forestry prob- 
lems, the prevention of forest fires 
and the rehabilitation of deforested 
areas. Extension of the work of the 
College of Agriculture is recom- 
mended. 

Concerning the National Guard, the 
Governor speaks patriotically, as fol- 
lows: 

“Having been either a member of 
or greatly interested in the Nationa) 
Guard of California since 1872, a pe- 
riod of over thirty-two years, and 
having risen in it from the lowest to 
the highest rank, | think I can rea- 
sonably say that I have some know 
edge of it. I am of the opinion that 
it is the duty of every American eit! 
zen who loves the flag and our last 
tions, to encourage every young man 
to become a member of the National 
Guard, and thus somewhat fit himself 
to defend his flag and his country 
if the occasion should require. And 
I have but little sympathy with those 
who, from shortsightedness, ignorance 
or any other cause, desire to see it 
abolished. And, therefore, I recom- 
mend to the Legislature to provide 
a sufficient sum for the support and 
maintenance of the National Guard 
of California, and to render it, al 
ready reasonably efficient, still more 
on” 


Certain improvements of the State 
prisons, both in Folsom and San 
Quentin, are recommended. Nearly 
all the work can be performed by 
convict labor, and the cost can be 
kept down accordingly. The Gov- 
ernor says: 

“How soon it will be possible to 
convert one of the two prisons into 
a reformatory depends largely upon 
the progress of the necessary recon- 
struction, which must precede every- 
thing else. It would be well, how- 
ver, for the Legislature to reach a 
decision as to which of the two pris- 
ons shall become the reformatory and 
#hich shall remain an ordinary 
tentiary, as, until that question ts set- 
tled. a proper building plan cannot be 
adopted.” 

Increased appropriations for the 
State schools at Whittier and lone 
are recommended. The laxity of 
methods at Whittier is condemned, 
though the actual conversion of pub- 
lic property to private use is not 
charged. 

There is much other matter in the 


Governor's message which cannot 
here. be discussed in detail. The 


message if comprehensive in its 
dealing with public affairs, and indi- 
cates clearly that Gov. Pardee keeps 
himself thoroughly advised as to the 
condition and needs of public busi- 
ness throughout the State.

URGING MORE ENCOURAGEMENT 
TO PRACTICE. 


— — 


Canadian Writer Favors More Lib - 
eral Policy on the Part of the Gov- 


ernment Go That it May be Easier 
fer Guardemen to Do Work at the 
Ranges. 

A com is often made between 


the attitude of the Canadian: govern- 
ment toward rifle practice and that of 
the American government, many of the 
American rifiemen contending that the 
Canadian government is the most lib- 
eral in its provisions for rifie practice. 
The national board for the promotion 
of rifie practice, which is charged by 
Congress with the duty of preparing a 
plan for the encouragement of rie 
practice in this country, has received 
the following communication, from a 
Canadian source, which contains ob- 
servations on the progress of similar 
work in Canada: 
“The education of every citizen to 
shoot straight and become an expert 
rifieman is the foundation of Canada’s 
defense, and the important feature in 
Lord Dundonald’s project of a force of 
100,000 men in our first line, hence his 
desire for civilian markemen; and an 
urgent reason that the government 
provide rifle ranges all over the Do- 
minion. But even with the present 
ranges, further steps will have to be 
taken to popularize rifie practice by 
lessening its cost. 

“Militiamen and civilians are willing 
to devote their time gratis to become 
preficient in the use of the rifle, but 
they cannot be expected to spend 
money on it as well, a thing many can 
lil afford to do. e expenses are 
threefold: Ammunition, transport and 
markers, which two latter items vary 
In cost according to locality; for in- 
stance, on the St. Joseph range at 
bec, there are twelve targets with 
a range keeper or superintendent and 
about three authorized markers, and, if 
more of these are required, those 
shooting have to pay for them. 

“To remedy this, perhaps the follow- 
ing suggestion may be in order: The 
requisite number of cartridges could 
be easily served out gratis by the gov- 
ernment to the authorized recipients at 
the range through the caretaker, he 
taking the names and receiving at the 
end of the practice the empty shells, 
which would be vouchers that these 
men had done their duty. 

“The government might also engage, 
say, from May 1 to November 1, suffi- 
cient men for every target on the 
range, and pay these markers; thus 
every target would be in operation 
and much time saved, besides eliminat- 
ing that charge for markers. 

“The cost of transportation for the 
corpse (similar and suitable ar- 
rangements could be made in the rural] 
districts) could be lightened by the 
government furnishing, through the 
caretaker, free return tickets, which 
would be given to those shooting after 
their practice was completed on check- 
ing over their names on his list and 
their returning the empty shells. and 
rot otherwise. Surely the working out 
of such a system should not be a diffi- 


“Rifle shooting will never be the 
suecess it ought to be until the cost of 
these three items is materially re- 
duced, then rifie clubs and associations 
would flourish and be more numerous 
than they are at present, simply by 
this reduction of cost to the members, 
as proficiency requires much practice.”

ERITAGE OF NAPOLEON. 


Grandson.of the Great Emperor Urg- 
ing His Claim Against the 
Government. 


[New York Tribune] Count De 
Leon, whose claim upon the French 


treasury for a portion of the annuity 
of $8000 a year settled upon his: grand- 
mother by the first Napoleon, is now 
g the attention of the Council 

of State at Paris, is an authentic 
grandson of the great Hmperor and 
not unknown in this country, where 
he spent some years, achieving notor- 
lety rather than fame by financial dif- 
ficulties in which he became involved 
at St. Louis, Brooklyn and other cities. 
He is now working as a drummer in 
France, while his sister is earning her 
living at Bry-sur-Marne, in France, an 
a government school teacher under the 
name of Mme. Mesnard, at a salary of 
$300 a year. Their father was that 
Comte De Leon, who was a source of 
so much trouble to Napoleon III, and 
who died penniless at Pontoise in 1881. 
His mother was a lady of noble birth, 

a Mile. Eleanor de la Plaigne, who oc- 
cupied the position of lady-in-waiting 
to Queen Caroline Murat of Naples, 
when she attracted the attention of the 
Queen's brother, Emperor Napoleon. 
A year later she gave birth to a child, 
of which the Emperor was the father 
and which at one moment the latter 
thought of passing off as the offspring 
of Empress Josephine. It was only 
when Josephine refused to lend herseif 
to any such fraud that he divorced 
her and married the Archduchess 
Marie Louise of Austria. 

Napoleon inscribed 

Plaignée on the Grand Livre de France 
for an annuity of £.40,000 a year, and 
caused her to marry a young officer 
of the name of Baron Augier de la 
Sauzaye. The Baron arrived in Paris 
one morning from the army in Spain, 
was married a few hours later to Mile. 
de la Plaighe, and on emerging from 
the church after the ceremony received 
peremptory orders to leave without a 
moment's delay with dispatches for 
the army in Germany, where he met 
his death in one of the first encounters 
with the enemy. Subsequently the lady 
married Count A. von Luxburg and 
died in Paris in 1865. Her son as an 
infant was created Count by his father, 
the first Napoleon, and given the name 
of “De Leon,” and was in perpetual 
hot water from the moment that he 
attained his manhood, his grand- 
mother, old Mme. Letitia Bonaparte, 
Cardinal Fesch and his cousin, Na- 
poleo III. repeatedly paying his gam-

“But the great charm of 
California is that always 
and everywhere you can 
live in the open, except in 
the brief interval When 
rain is most abundant. 
Fullness of days, rather 
than length, is the des.d- 
eratum. A weak man isa 
travesty on Nature. Bet- 
ter fifty years of strenuous, 
full life than one hundred years of vegetable existence. 
But in California long life and full days go together. 
In the free, open life of the Golden State there is no ex- 
euse for lack of health; only the inherently indolent 
suffer. All who accept the treasures of the air, the sea, 
the forest and the ocean as their own put on the full 
garb of man and woman and live such a full life as can 
be lived only in California. 

“The joy of living; the rapid-coursing, life-making 
blood; the clean, full lungs; the buoyancy of youth in 
middle-aged man—these are ours, and we thank God for 
e!“ 

This is strietly true, and it represents one of the great- 
est charms of California—especially of Southern Califor- 
nia. Not only is it a pheasant thing for the healthy and 
vigorous to be able to spend most of their time in the 
open air, but to those who are seeking to restore shat- 
tered health it may be the means of saving their lives, 
especially where the langs are affected, for the open-air 
cure is now generally recognized by experienced students 
of the laws of health, whether physicians or otherwise, 
to be the only certain cure for tuberculosis, when com- 
bined with a rational diet. It is true that this cure may 
be and is practiced in the Eastern States, but how much 
more easy and pleasant is it under the balmy skies of 
Southern California. 

“One of the most notable features of the climate of 
Southern California is the great variety of “wind and 
weather” to be found here. The health seeker in Cali- 
fornia has the choice of half a dozen different climates, 
and he may enjoy them all between breakfast and din- 
ner. On the coast it is always comparatively cool, there 
being only a few degrees of difference between the tem- 
peratures of January and July. In the interior valleys, 
the thermometer climbs to a high figure during the sum- 
mer monihs, not infrequently overreaching the 100-deg. 
mark, but the atmosphere of this section is so dry that 
a temperature of 100 deg. is less oppressive than one of 
8) deg. in the humid atmosphere of the Atlantic Coast. 
As proof of the truth of this statement, it is a fact thal 
In some sections of the interior farm work is carried on 
without interruption when the thermometer nears the 
110 mark, and sunstroke is unknown. On the mouwn- 
tains, at an elevation of between 4000 and 6000 feet, 
there is always to be found a stimulating and bracing 
atmosphere. Los Angeles, the chief city of Southern 
California, is favorably located at a distance of about 
fifteen miles from the coast, receiving every day a pleas- 
ant breeze from the ocean. 

To find another region where one may take a pleasant 
dip in the ocean before breakfast, lunch amid the orange 
groves,.and dine amid the snowflelds, one has to go down 
to Southern Mexico, where they have their “tierras call- 
entes,” “tlerras templadas” and “tierras frias, but there 
you don't find any electric cars to whisk you from roses 
to snow in a couple of hours. 

One delightful feature of the climate of Southern Ca!- 
fornia is the coolness of the nights. Even in the inte- 
tlor, where the summer days are sometimes a trifle 
too warm for comfort, the nights are always cool enough 
to demand a pair of blankets before morning. This en- 
ables a person to wake up refreshed and ready for the 
labors of the day, a great contrast to the conditions pre- 
vailing on the Atlantic Coast. 

Southern California might justly be called the Land 
of Sunshine. The average number of cloudy days per 
year at New York is 119, anc at tos Angeles 51. This 
is a good place for tho-e who wish to take sun baths, 
another means of nature cure that has become very pop- 
ular of late. 

A noteworthy feature of the climate of Southern Cali- 
fornia is the dryness of the atmosphere, facilitating per- 
spiration, and making much higher temperatures far less 
oppressive than in the humid climate of the Atlantic 
Coast and the lakes. Here, again, there is quite a differ- 
ence to be found between the climate of the seacoast 
and that of the interior, although even the seacoast li- 
mate of Southern California is far less humid than that 
of the Atlantic Coast.

Two mistaken ideas prevail widely among outsiders 

who have not lived for at least a year in Southern Call- 
fornia. The first is in regard to the summer climate. 
Eastern people, who visit Southern California during 
the summer months, are naturally inclined to suppose 
that the summers must be oppressively hot, because tne 
Winters are so mild. This is a mistake. Southern Cali- 
fornia is an “all-the-year-round” climate, and many east- 
ern people are beginning to find it out, as witness the 
crowds of visitors who now throng the streets of Los An- 
geles during that part of the year previously referred to 
as the dull geason.” 
«Another sonception on the part of many eastern 
people is about the rainy season in Southern California. 
Some of them imagine that rain falls pretty nearly all 
ihe time during the so-called rainy season. This is a 
great mistake. The firet rain may come anywhere from 
the middle of October to the middle of November. A 
south wind comes in from the sea; clouds bank up 
along the southern horizon, and then about the moun- 
tain tops, and broken rainy’ weather, lasting for several 
days follows, during which time the precipitation may 
ve from two to three inches. The first rain may also 
give snow in the mountains, but not always, nor to any 
great depth. After three or four weeks of clear, pleas- 
ant weather, comes another rain, much like the first, 
and this time generally with a decided snowfall in the 
mountains. as the temperature is now showing the win 
ter coolness. These rains wash the atmosphere clear 
of haze and dust, and it now begins to display the 
remarkable transparency for which the winters of 
Southern California are noted. Mountains a hundred 
miles away seem but ten miles distant. About the end 
of December we may get a heavier storm, with, per- 
haps, six to eight inches of rain, and heavy snow on 
the mountain peaks. January is generally an ideal 
month«a month of clear skies, with an atmosphere ab- 
solutely freed from all impurities, cool and yet free from 
all harshness, a warm sun flooding from morning to 
night plains that have the green of the early spring of 
other lands, the mountaiss covered with a mantle of 
pure white. In February another storm like that of De- 
cember may be expected, then scattering rains of two or 
three days’ duration, at imtervals of several weeks 
through March and April, and the rainy season is over. 

The following table, from the Los Angeles station of 
the J’nited States Weather Bureau, shows the rainfallat 
Los Angeles from 1878 to 1903, a period of twenty-six 
years. For usual purposes, the season's rainfall, frem 
October 1 to September 31 is estimated, but the weather 
bureau takes the twelve months of the year, thus includ- 
ing the last half of one rainy season and the first half 
of the next: 7

During the past few years tne rainfa!! throughout 
Southern California has been exc tionally light. This is 
strikingly shown in an examination of the above table, 
from which it will be seen that the total average rain- 
fall for the past twenty years was 15 inches. The avrecr* 
age rainfall for the last ten years was only 11 inches, 
while the average rainfall for the previous ten year# 
was over 20 inches, or more than double. There is no 
reason Whatever to suppose that the climate of this sec- 
tion is changing. We should have the~records of a cou- 
ple of hundred years, instead of only twenty-six years, 
to be able to speak with anything like authority on the 
subject. It is sincerely hoped that the present season 
will give us a good old-fashioned drenching, to replenish 
the underground water-bearing strata, and freshen things 
up generally. 2 

During the past twenty-five years the thermometer at 
Los Angeles bas gone above 90 deg. about twelve times 
a year, on an average. It has gone below the freezing 
point, on an average, only once in two years. 

The death rate of Los Angeles is about 17 per thous- 
and—last year 16.56 based on a population of 180,000. 
This comparatively high death rate Is fully explained 
by the fact that a great number of people come to this 
country in advanced stages of disease, also that the 
deaths at the County Hospital, situated within the city 
limits, are chargéd up to the city. More than 10 per cent. 
of last year’s deaths were in the County Hospital. 

invalids who wish to derive full benefit from the cli- 
mate of Southern California must exercise judgment in 
choosing a location. In the first place, they should 
make up their minds to get away from the cities, with 
their noise and dust and odors, going either to the coast’ 
foothills or to the mountains. Some asthmatic patients 
find that they do better on the coast. Those whose 
lungs are disordered usually find the climate of the foot- 
hills, about 2000 feet above the sea, most adapted to 
their requirements.

Moreover, the eastern visitors did not begin to arrive 
in any euch enormous numbers as sanguine prophets 
had predicted. It is probably well for them that they 
did not, for if one-third the number had come that 
some wild-exed journalists professed to expect, a vast 
army would have been forced to camp al fresco. I. 
was also noted, with marked surprise and considerable 
indignation, that those who did come from the “ice- 
bound East” were disposed to be hypercritical in their 
investigation of the resources of Rosenblatt, Paradiso 
and other coming trade centers, and were not by aay 


means eager to exchange the proceeds of the sale of 
their eastern farms for a twenty-five-foct “business” 
lot in ene of those metropoles. Finally, a good many 
became disgusted with the muddy streets, reckless real 
estate agents and greedy lodging-house keepers, with 
which Los Angeles was at that time specially afflicted. 
They sought other places in which to enjoy our climate, 
and those who had loaded themselves with high-priced 
real estate on a margin, for the purpose of selling it 
to these people, began to look blue. Then envious 
journals in the East and North began to crow: to ex- 
claim that the boom had burst, and to predict a fright- 
ful financial collapse when the second and third pay- 
ments on these millions upon millions of dollars’ worth 
of purchases became due. 


There was, however, no such collapse. The intrinsic 
resources and advantages of this favored section were 
great enough to sustain Los Angeles under the reaction 
from the wildest, craziest, greatest real estate excite- 
ment that ever attended the upbuiiding of an Amer- 
ican city. The buyers of lots, who had been unable to 
unload, arose to the necessities of the occasion, like 
true American men and women. They saved and 
scraped for another six months, and made their second 
payments, and then for six months more and made 
tneir third, having full confidence in the ultimate value 
of the property they had bought, except in the case 
of some of the latest outside paper towns—the product 
of the Midsummer Night’s Dream of 1887. In some. 
cases, it is true, buyers had to ask for an extension 
of time on their deferred payments, a request which la 
almost all cases was promptly granted, the applicants 
paying their interest. In other cases, where the prop- 
erty purchased had been of no practical value, the 
buyers let it go, and took their losses philosophically. 
In a few cases, foreclosure suits were commenced, 
but these bore but an infinitesimal proportion to the 
number of transactions. 


As mentioned in the opening paragraph of this ar- 
ticle, there are now apparent in Los Angeles some signa 
that remind old-timers of the days of 86 and "87. Such. 
for instance, as the cutting up of large numbers of lota, 
50 by 150 feet, or even smaller, ee a considerable dis- 
tance from the city, a new subdivision being placed 
on the market every few days; the offering of extra 
inducements to purchasers, in the shape of free lota 
and so forth, and the contract system of selling, in 
which the purchaser does not receive a deed, but an 
agreement to sell when, certain conditions shall have 
been complied with. This ie a faulty system, in several 
respects. The county recorder's office properly refuses 
to record such agreements, unless they have been wit- 
nessed before a notary public. Otherwise, we should 
be sowing a large crop of future flaws in titles. 


For many years, in the real estate department of The 
Times, the fact has frequently been pointed out that 
ocean-front property is a good investment, for the 
reason ¢hat there are only so many feet of ocean front+ 
age, and will never be any more. Investors and specu- 
lators appear to have realized the truth of these re- 
marks during the past year, for a very large amount 
of beach property has been subdivided and placed on 
the market, so that there is a likelihood of this branch 
of real estate speculation being somewhat overdone in 
the near future. Every word that The Times has said 
cm the subject is true, but we cannot expect to utilize 
all the available ocean frontage in Los Angeles and 
Orange county within à couple of years. 


In regard to inside business property, when holders 
of such property turn their noses up at $3500 a front 
foot, it certainly looks as if the time for a slowing 
down had arrived. Prices of real estate cannot keep 
rising rapidly for an indefinite time, without an oc- 
casional pause, for a breathing spell. 

On the other hand, so long as 50-foot lots, within 
fifteen minutes’ ride of the business center, by eleétric 
car, can still be purchased in some sections for $500 
apiece, it cannot be claimed that all property in Los 
Angeles is too high. On the contrary, much of it is 


selling today at prices far below what ic is intrinsically 
worth. 

The outlook for the immediate future of the real es- 
tate market in Los Angeles is certainly bright, provided 
our dealers and investors and speculators keep sane. 


The city is growing with amazing rapidity, and build- 
ing is more active than it ever was. The population 
of the city is today probably not less than 170,000, an 
increase of 70 mer cent. over the census figures of 1900, 
Indications point to the fact that the army of home- 
seekers who will invade Southern California during the 
early months of the year will be phenomenally large. 

Ancther important fact to bear in mind is that the 
suburban electric lines, of which a network is now be- 
ing constructed, have the effect of making residence 
sites twenty miles out as available for business men as 
sites only two miles distant from the business center 
were, twenty years ago. This should have the double 
effect of enbancing the value of suburban property and 
keeping inside residence property from soaring too 
high. 

It is probable that, in course of time. most of the 
orchards and vineyards of Southern California’ will 
have to make way for small suburban homes, inhabited 
by people of some means, who have come to spend the 
closing days of their life in this balmy climate. 

The only cloud on the horizon, just now, is the woter 
question, which will have to be settled, and settled 
right. A good old-fashioned wet season this winter 


would go far to solve this problem, that has been raised

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MANY INDUSTRIES. 


HEN one sets forth on a tour 
of exploration among the 
workshops of Los Angeles, the 
Arete thought to impress itself 
is that few of our own peopie 
know the number and variety 
of the manufactures already 
established here. Let the cit- 
izen whose daily oscillation is 
between his home in Westlake 
and his office on Broadway go 
down into that hive of indus- 
try, the Eighth Ward; let him 
descend for once in that rarely 
visited quarter from the whiz- 
zing electric car, let him saun- 
ter along highroads and into 
bypet hs, reading only the 
signboards that confront his 
Fare at every turn, and I venture to say that he will rub 
his cyes with astonishment. Iron works, foundries, ma- 
chine works, stove works, pattern shops, manufactories 
of pumping machinery, of mining machinery, of farm 
implements, of ornameréal metal work, brass works, 
glass works, soap works, breweries, lumber mills, flour 
mills, planing and turning mills, pulp and paper mills, 
oil refineries, jam factories, biscuit faciories, wagon- 
building shops, factories for the making of furniture, 
Shop fittings, packing cases, upholstery and bedding, 
harness and saddlery, picture frames and moldings, tin 
cornices, fertilizers—the above is a list made at ran- 
dom during my first half hour's stroll within quite a re- 
stricted area. Not all of these factories are big estab- 
lishments. But a goodly number of them may fairly so 
be designated, employing as they do from 100 up to 4090 
hands. Now these big factories were just the little shops 
of a decade or so ago—some of the works that cover 
several acres today had nof a fifty-foot frontage in the 
early nineties. Once this fact is grasped, the observer 
begins to realize that Los Angeles, within the space of 
another generation, is going to be classed among the 
great manufacturing centers of the United States. The 
little shops will be big ones, the big ones will be stil! 
bigger, and scores of new industries will have grouped 
themselves around those now in different stages of le- 
velopment. 

The writing on the wall that justifies this confident 
forecast is large enough for all to read. But there are 
many inscriptions along the highway of observation, and 
it is only when these are assem! ied and read together 
that their full force is made manifest. Let me atiempt 
a summary of the causes that are tending steadily to 
draw manufacturing enterprises toward Los Angeles: 

(1) Cheap oil fuel, locally produced. 

(2) Abundant electric power at reasonable rates. 

(2) A climate that minimizes the first cost of factory 
buildings and largely dispenses with the necessity for 
artificial heating. 

(4) A fertile soil in the region adjacent: the fruits of 
the earth in abundance, good in quality and moderate 
in price. | 

(5) Converging railroads, making the city a great rail- 
Way center. 

(G) Shipping facilities close at hand. 

(7) Many of thé raw materials produced in the State. 

(8) A rich, prosperous, and rapidly-increasing city pop- 
ulation, insuring a large local demand for manufactured 


(9} A vast area, extending to Arizona, New Mexico, 
and Northern Mexico, tributary to Los Angeles and with 
great and rapidly-developing agricultural, horticultural 
and mining industries. 

(10) Great and steady activity in the building trade, 
calling for a great variety of manufactured materials. 

(11) Abundance of capital, attracted by climatic, social 
and purely business reasons. 

(12) Abundance of labor, the highest skilled as well as 
the unskilled. 

(13) Freedom from trade domination, Insuring secur- 
ity both-for capital and for labor. 

(14) Steady hand-over-hand orogress, without booms. 
panics, and intervals of collapse. 

What othef city in ¢he United States can lay claim 
to each and all of these advantages? Name any one, 
end check it by the list. Pittsburgh. Rochester, Dayton, 
Cleveland, Chicago, St. Louis, Denver, San Francisco 
Jet any great metropolis of industry be selected for com- 
parison, and each will be found to lack several of the 
points above enumerated. Los Angeles will always 
be Los Angeles—it will never be a Chicago or a Pitts- 
burgh.” Its industrial development wil! be along ite own 
lines. But it is no longer merely a city of climate. It 
18 p city of industry as well, and in the nc¢ distant 
future will be among the first dozen greatest manufac- 
turing cities in America. Let the man who doubts the 
pronhecy make the round of the Eighth Ward. 

If he will accept me as a guide, I will go with him to 
a few of the city’s factories. My visits in no single in- 
stance will be for the object of advertising particular 
firms, but names will be given, for a handful of specific, 
bedrock facts ig worth more than a carload of generali- 
sations. Selecting a few’ establishments for the pur- 
pose of my arzument. I may no doubt pass by equally 
impertant establishments in the same line of business. 
But this is just as inevitable as it is unintentional. 
Furthermore, I shall enter no workshop with any 
thought of a detailed description of is plant, processes, 
and output. These will only be mentioned in so far as 
they ald me in my. quest for “pointers” why particular 
Industries have settled themselves in Los Angeles, are 


, Prospering, are extendiag their plans for the future, and

are encouraging subsidiary industries to cluster around | 


them—in other words, are helping to build up a great 
manufacturing metropolis in the sunland of the South- 


west, 


JAM MAKING. 

With the fruits of Southern California our most valu- 
able product, yielding over $20,000,000 annually, let us 
begin by seeing what progress has been made in mar- 
keting them in the preserved state. “Bishop's” is a 
name now known throughout the length and breadth 
of the United States, Canada, and Mexico, and even 
the wares so bygnded are finding their way into Euro- 
pean markets. Yet the firm started operations only 
sixteen years ‘ago in a tiny confectioner’s shop. The 
factory now employs from 350 to 500 hands, according 
to the season, is filled with the finest Jabor-saving ma- 
chinery, and sends out its products daily by many car- 
loads, 

The doors swing open for the visitor. No announce- 
ment of our coming has been made, but every depart- 
ment is free for inspection. What better proof of the 
beautiful cleanliness of every room and of every 
process? Indeed the firm has always set before it the 
splendid rule that, fully to profit by the initial advan- 
tage of having raw materials in perfection, there shall 
be no flaw in manufacture, no adulteration of any kind, 
nor artificial coloring even. Moreover, no skilled labor 
has been too costly to procure, no machinery too ex- 
pensive to insiall. In other words, the fullest measure 
of justice has been done to California and her fruits. 

With far-seeing and enlightened honesty of this kind, 
the success of the enterprising firm was a foregone 
conclusion. As we walk through the various depart- 
ments, we begin to understand that the present output 
iz simply restricted to the capacity of the plant and the 
available suppiy of fruita in season. Big place as 
Bishop's is, phenomenally rapid as has been its growth, 
the factory is even now only in its beginnings. A 
fruit-preserving industry, conducted on the lines above 
indicated and located right in the heart of the finest 
fruit-growing country in the world, bas virtually no 
limits to its expansion. 

But the Bishop products are not confined to jame and 
jellies. They also include crystallized fruits. soups, 
potted meats, pickles, sauces, some 250 varieties of 
crackers and small fancy cakes, and nearly 650 kinds 
of candies. Hours may be spent in going through the 
different departments and watching the numerous in- 
teresting processes. But I shall merely select a few 
points that appealed to me as specially significant. 


One great advantage that the makers of preserves 
in Southern California enjoy over those engaged in the 
industry elsewhere is the length of the fruit season. 
Take strawberries, for instance. At the time of my 
visit in late November strawberries were still being 
preserved. The season had lasted from March to No- 
vember—nine months. In the East it does not last as 
many weeks. So here there is no frantic rush, no brief 
deluge of fruit that has to be made up In a hurry or go 
wrong. 

An interesting point is how a factory like Bishop's 
keeps other factories employed—sometimes, indeed. 
starts new factories to supply its special requirements. 
All the cases for packing their jams, the cartons far 
their package crackets and biscul(s, the fancy boxes for 
their candies, their labels for every class of goods, and 
now even their bottles are made locally. 8So in the 
case of a bottle of preserves, only the cap and its thin 
layer of cork come from outside the city. 


Again, the factory proves of immense value to the 
producer. For example, the tomato cateup branch of 
the business was started only two years ago, and the 
article has quickly grown to be one of the chief outputs 
of the firm. Thus the rancher has now a sure and 
steady market for bis tomatoes, while formerly he had 
to depend solely on the local consumption of fresh fruit. 

Id ie furthermore valuable to note how in @ great 
factory one successful department leads to further ex- 
tensions. Sauces have naturally suggested soups, which 
are now being but up in all the standard varieties. This 
means that a line of goods largely used by campers and 
miners, which was formerly brought in exclusively from 
the East. is now home-made in California. 

After what I have wricten it will not surprise my 
readers to learn that at the St. Louls Exposition the 
PisLop firm was awarded a grand prize, the highest pos- 
sible, for its splendid aggregate of exhibits, 


FLOUR MILLING. 

There are a number of large flour mills in Los An- 
geles. I have visited three, and these, in the circum- 
stances of their founding, tell an interesting story. The 
Capitol mill was established twenty-two years ago; it 
began with a small plant, and has gradually increased 
to its present capacity. The Globe mill was started six 
years ago, with a capacity of 200 barrels per day; within 
two years it had doubled its plant, and now it turns 
out 500 barrels daily. The Angelus mill was built only 
last year, and opened at once with a splendid installa- 
tion of fourteen stands of rollers, the finest and most 
modern machinery procurable. This plant is in excess 
of immediate requirements, but the future has design- 
ody been provided for. 

Now, why do flour mills come to Los Angeles? Well. 
first and foremost, a considerable proportion of their 
raw material is locally grown. California wheat is not, 
as a rule, milled alone; it has to be blended with the 
harder and less starchy wheats of the East and the 
North. Still, from one-third to one-half of a local 
mils output will be from California grain. The hard 


wheat is chiefly imported from Kansas. It Comes fy 
at a cheaper rate than flour. Moreover, bran igs Vals.

The Llewellyn Iron Works and the Baker Iron Wap 
are both large concerns, each employing over 300 has 
and occupying several acres of ground.

PACKING-HOUSES. 


With the rapid extension of stock fattening on irri- | 


gated lands, the packing-house industry in Los Angeles 
is bound to make rapid advances. The best evidence of 
| this is the approaching erection of a big up-to-date 
modern plant by the Hauser firm in the Sixth Ward 
There are two other local firms, the Maler and the 
Sentous. But the Cudahy Company's establishment 
may fairly be taken as representing the industry gen- 
erally, as it carries on a complete packing and canning 
business, where all the by-products are talen care of 
as at Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, and the other great 
| meat-packing centers. A visit to the premises will 
' speedily convince every inquirer that when properly 
conducted the packing-house industry is no public 
nuisance. Every modern sanitary precaution is taken, 
end there are no offensive odors. Of course the very 
nature of the business renders it essential that it should 
be located away from the residence quarters of a city. 
Yet, for commercial reasons, it must be near to the 
business center, and right amid railroad facilities. All 
these conditions are met at Cudaby’s. 
The importance of such an industry to other local In- 
dustries is proved by the fact that last year the Cudahy 
company bought in Los Angeles fuel, boxes, salt, lum- 
ber, paper, hardware, sugar, sacking, and twine to the 
value of $800,000. The wages bill for 150 men resident 
in Los Angelas aggregated $160,000. The live stock pur- 
chases amounted in value to $1.135,110. while the out- 
pit of treated products represented a value of $2,248,000. 
Figures tell as arguments, and I would be taken as 
writing down these, not so much to show the operations 
of any one firm, as to prove the possibilities of such an 
indus'ry In our midst. | 
Owing to a recent fire, the Cudahy} buildings and plant 
have been largely renewed. The firm can now handle 
75,000 hogs per year, 20,000 cattle, and 60,000 sheep. 
In fact, it can take every suitable beast offered, and has 
to keep buyers out in the country all the time During 


last year’s drought in Arizona, these buyers ranged as 
far as Texas, in search of the stock required 

A packing-house uct only supplies local requirements, 
saving the customer the heavy freight on dressed meat 
(32 per 100 pounds from Omaha.) but, as I have 
shown, it employs local labor, helps subsidiary local 
industries, and affords a local market to stock ralsers. 
In this last connection, it should be noted that stock 
yards are greetly required in Los Angeles, for supplies 
will never be really adequate until animals can be sent 
in to a central market to be sold on commission. 

For Southern California a peculiarly valuable dy- 
product of the packing-house industry is fertilizer. 
Most of the bones go into this, but some are selected 
and shipped to Japan for the manufacture of tooth 
brushes. As up to the present there are no local tan- 
neries, the hides also have to be sent away. Another 
point to be mentioned is that there is no local plant in 
operation for turning out cans, these having to be 
brought in from San Francisco and elsewhere. Cans, 
I believe, were once made in Los Angeles, but certain 
trade combinations have stopped the local output. 


FELT WORKS. 

My investigations up to this point have been con- 
fined to the Eighth Ward of Los Angeles, where al! the 
factories dealt with are located. But in many of our 
suburban districts Important industries have sprung up. 
Let me take Dolgeville as a single exampl¢, because 
of the unique character of the works there established. 
This is the manufacture of felt, in all varieties of the 
material. and the subsequent manufacture, as specialties, 
of felt shoes and felt hammers for ‘pianos. 

The works at Dolgeville have the advantage of being 
a thoroughly modern plant. The two large factory builld- 
ings were erected during the past year, and the in- 
teriors have been designed fot the reception of the most 
up-to-date and complete machinery. Every attention, 
too, has been given to the health and comfort of the 
eroloyés, waste steam, for example, being carried out 
of the rooms by a system of hoods and sucdon pipes. 
The result is what may fairly be described as the mode! 
workshop of Southern California.

pressing the sheet, fulling or hardening it accordiag 

to the thickness required, washing the fabric in the sheet, 
dyeing, stretching and drying, then finishing by shear- 
ling, brushing and pressing. 


Arriving at the storerooms, we find felt in stock for 

all purposes—tapestries, linings, saddlery, billiard tables, 
| Piano hammers, polishing pads, shoe soles and shoe 
| uppers, cloaks, manties, hats, materials in a hundred 
varieties and of every color. In another department 
we watch the manufacture of felt boots, shoes and slip- 
pers, one automatic machine after another performing 
its particular part of the aggregate task. The variety 
| of makes is very considerable, and the output amounted 
to no less than 100,000 pairs during this the very first 
season the factory has been running. Im yet another 
| Section of the works we watch the wonderfully precise 
and beautiful processes whereby complete sets of felt 
_ hammers for pianos are turned out by the thousand. 
| Throughout the factory we will have noticed that all 
the power is electric, and ¢hat all the motors are placed 
_overhead. This latter arrangement not only obviates 
danger to the employés, but affords more floor space, 
and is mechanically effective by giving a more direct 
drive than when the motors are on the floor. 


Now, let us see the special advantages ¢his factory 
posseeses over similar factories in the East. First, we 
have the use of oil fuel for the production of the live 
steam required in the processes of manufacture. The 
benefits of the liquid fuel can be seen at a glance at 
Dolgeville. Here is a railroad oll tank, automatically 
discharging its contents by gravity into a pipe that 
conducts it to the factory's storage tank. Close by is 
a nest of boilers; the oil is being automatically pumped 
from the storage tank and automatically sprayed, 
| mixed with air. into the fire box. The fireman stands 

by—his duties are almost automatic also, for he bas only 

to see that everything keeps on running right. There 
is no stoking. no hauling away of cinders and elinkers, 
no periodical cleaning out of furnaces. In other words, 
right here is a big saving in the wages bill. 


At the wool-drying frames we find a similar saving. 
There are no costly buildings, no furnaces, no ma- 


chinery, no coal to generate heat, no pipes to distribute 
it, no men required to shovel coal and clean up after 
its use. California sunshine does the whole work. 
Not only so, but it does the work with superior results, 
for sun drying beats steam drying, inasmuch as it pre- 
serves to a greater degree the natural elasticity of the 
wool. So no finer bleached wool can be seen anywhere 
than at Dolgeville, nor woo] in more perfect readiness 
for the production of high-class goods. 


Next, in the factories themselres there is no need 
for furnaces and heat radiators. In New York State 
it costs from $25,000 to $30,000 per year properly to heat, 
say, 150,000 square feet of factory floor space, and pro- 
vide the requisiie live steam. At Dolgeville, 35000 per 
year supplies all the live sam and beat required for 
the same floor space. Therefore, in the item of fuel 
alone there is an advantage of $20,000 to $25,000 per year 
as agalnsé¢ eastern competitors. 


The advantage does not end here. It is well known 
that in cold climates both employés and machinery have 
each morning to be warmed up before full efficiency is 
reached. Here wages in a felt factory are no higher 
than in ¢he East, but the effectiveness of each operative 
is, for the above reasons, fully 10 to 20 per cent. 
greater. Furthermore, owing to the superior climatio 
conditions, the first coct of building works out to only 
40 cent per square foot, or about one-half of the aver- 
age cost to an eastern manufacturer. ; 


Electric power is another money saver, although this 
advantage is not necessarily peculiar ¢o California, It 
can be turned on just when required, with no prelimi- 
nary getting up steam, and discontinued without a min- 
ute of unnecessary waste of motive power as in the case 
of steam. Dolgeville has an ample supply of electrio 
power et a cost, approximately, of $25 per horsepower 


per year. 


Again, as to railway freights. The factory is right 
where the raw material has to be purchased. Southern 
California, Arizona and Texas produce the best felting . 
wools in America, while Northern California, Oregon, 
Washington, Nevada, Montana, Wyoming, Utah and 
New Mexico are within easy reach if their wools are 
required. These are the very wools that go across the 
continent to the eastern factories. So here this initial 
heavy freight charge is avoided. A further saving is 
effected by the raw material being bought at first hand 


The founder, Alfred Doige, brought his lifelong ex- 
perience and many of his best hands from New York 
State. The reasons why he decided thet the manufac- 
ture of felt can be more profitably carried on in South- 
ern California than in tust will in due course be 
made apparent. Meanwhile, however, let us look over 
the factory. so that an idea of its operations may be 
gained. It is unique, I believe, in America, or ras .

in the world, insomuch as in no other felt works is 
the wool treated right from the flecce as it comes from 
the sheep's back to the highly-finished manufactured 
product. 

Entering the scouring department. we learn two 
things: firstly, the perfection of labor-saving machinery, 
and, secondly, the advantages and economy of a care- 
fully laid out plant, whereby floor space is utilized to 
the full and each operation brought into the easiest — 
sequence. The woo) is sorted. dusted, washed, car- | 
bonized for the getting rid of burrs, seeds, and other | 
vegetable matter, rinsed for the removal of the sul- | 
phuric acid used in the preceding process, and then 

whisked away by pneumatic ¢ubes to the drying frames. 

Here, by the simple aid of Californian sunshine and 

freely circulating sun-desiccated air, it is dried and 

bleached white as snow. Again. by pneumatic force 1:

from the growers, commisslous and ceher middleman's 
charges thus being eliminated. At Dolgeville detailed 
calculations have been made, and these two savings 
alone in the bandling of the raw material show a differ- 
ence in favor of the California manufacturer of about 
oo per cent. : 

Lastly. as to the manufactured article, its tranship- 
ment East is in the finished state—sheets, shoes and 
piano hammers. Therefore, positively no waste ma- 
terials have to be hauled and paid for. West of tho 
Rockies. the markets for shoes and slippers are impor- 
tant ones, and are within the reach of the California 
manufacturer at less freight charges than for his east- 
ern competitor. As regards the markets east of the 
Mississippi, the economies effected in fuel and cost of 
raw materials many times counterbalance the extra 
freight rates. So the balance of advantages is wholly 
in favor of the West. 

The Dolgeville felt factorr has become the nucleus 
of a thriving town. About 250 hands are steadily em- 
ployed, and a number of these are building homes n 
their work. In in¢elligent anticipation of this, the Lowa 
has beer laid out with fine wide streets, curbed, paved 
and ready for residences. Already a number of sub- 
stantial homes have gone up, and coming building ac- 
tivity is indicated by the fact that during the present 
year no fewer than 250 lots have been sold for an aggre- 
gate sum of nearly $125,900, 
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Building Los Angeles Leads Cities Twice Its 


A REMARKABLE RECORD. 


UILDING operations in this 
city last year were fully up 
to the high standard of ac- 
tivity established in 1903. 

For the fiscal year ending 
November 30, 1904, permits 
for 7040 building improve- 
ments, for amounts aggre- 
gating $12,892,479, were is- 
sued, as against 6348 per- 
mits, for improvements ac- 
gregating $13,175,446, in the 
fiscal year ending November 
30, 1903. This shows a gain 
of 692 in the number of per- 
mits issued, and a loss of 
only $282,967 in the aggre- 

gate value of improvements 

authorized. This relatively 
fair showing is ‘made in spite 
of the fact that the very 
great value of the improve- 
ments authorized in Janu- 
arr. 1903, when permits for two very large buildings 
were taken out, gave the fiscal year in which that month 
is included an advantage that was not easily overcome. 

In nearly every month the number of building per- 
mits issued in 1904 was a little larger than ¢he number 
for the corresponding month of 1903. 

The claim was made, in the last Midwinter Number of 
The Times, that in 1903 Los Angeles led all the cities 
of the Union in the activity of building operations in 
proportion ¢o population. This claim has never, it 
seems, been controverted. If it were, the following com- 
pilations by the Construction,News, which were tele- 
graphed to The Times, and published by it soon after 
being tabulated, would tend to substantiate the correct- 
ness of that position. They refer to the building cpera- 
tions of the leading cities of the country for the calendar 
year 1903, and are as follows:

tion News of Chicago, Los Angeles is credited with issu- 
ing more building permits than any other city in the 
country except Brooklyn.That city issued 880 build- 


tbe homes of this city, moderate-priced dwellings and 
comfortable, modern cottages predominate. There are, 
however, many expensive residences built here each year, 
and among them are some fine specimens of architectu- 
ral work. Sketches of a few of those erected in and near 
this city during the past year, which may be appropri- 
ately described as 4‘Characteristic Southern California 
Residences,” are rn elsewhere in this number. 

While the r number of building improvements 
undertaken during che past year, and during the past 
few years, were dwellings, the number of business build- 
ings, flats, handsome apartment buildings and fine bo- 
tels erected here during the periods under consideration 
were by no means insignificant. Moreover, the buildings 
of the classes last described were in nearly all cases 
structures in which not only the present importance, 
but the future greatness of Los Angeles was amply pro- 
vided for. Many of them were structures that would be 
good enough for the largest cities of the country. Civic 
pride, and confidence in the future of this city, however, 
causes the capitalists who build them to think that they 
are none too good for this young and growing metropolis 
of the Great Southwest. Faith, backed by works, is the 
keynote of advancement in this section. During the 
past four years the number of structures of all classes 
erected in Los Angeles would comfortably furnish dwell- 
ings, business houses and general building accommoda- 
tions for a city of between 50,000 and 60,000 inhabitants. 
and it is probable that during that time the population 
of this city has been increased by something near that 
number of people. 

As showing in some measure the relative activity of 
building operations in Los Angeles, as compared with 
the other cities of the country, it may be stated that in 
January last it was the fourth city of the Union in abso- 
lute expenditures authorized. In February it was the 
seventh: in March, the ninth; in April, the eighth; in 
May, the ninth; in June, the ninth; in July it was the

That a city like Los Angeles, which at the present 
time has not many more than 150,000 population, and 
which in 1903 had even less, should rank seventh in ab- 
solute expenditures authorized for the year, is remark- 
able. In some other cities the norma! activity in build- 
ing was interfered with by the prevalence of industrial 
disturbances, which so often occur in those communi- 
Ues where industrial despotism prevails, and specially 
affect the building trade. From this evil Los Angeles, 
as is well known, is free. 5 

It is something of a coincidence that the beginning of

It 
will thus be seen that the standing of Los Angeles was 
uniformly high. Other cities were sometimes high, and 
sometimes low, but Los Angeles always stood pretiy well 
up in the list. In every month its standing was much 
higher than its population would warrant; and in the 
greater number of them it was so much higher that on 
the average it must clearly be accorded the palm of ex- 
ceeding all the other cities of the Union in the propor- 
tionate activity of 8 building operations. 

It is gratifying, moreover, to be able to note the fact 
that other coast cities are making fairly good showings 
in the building line. Seattle, which made a creditable 
showing of activity in 1903, kept up a pretty good aver- 
age in 1904. During the fiscal year ending November 
30, the year last named, it thrice passed the million- 


dominance, are one and the same. Prior to August 15, 
1901, there may have been some few individuals who 


had some fear of the consequences of disobedience to 
the dictates of the labor-union bosses.

Prior to the date named, the aggre- 
gate value of improvements for which building permits 
were authorized averaged about $200,000 per month. 
Since that time the monthly value of improvements for 
which building permits are granted has averaged consid- 
erably more than three times that sum. and during the 
past three years it has averaged about $1,000,000 a 
month. It is not claimed that the industrial peace which 
has prevailed in Los Angeles since August 15, 1901, is the 
sole cause of the prosperity which obtains bere; but un- 
doubtedly this happy condition has bad much to do with 
securing and maintaining such prosperity. 

Los Angeles reached the top round relatively in the 
activity of building operations in 1903. More than that, 
ft could not hope to do. In 1904, it maintains the proud 
position which it took in 1903. If it shall do as much as 


dollar mark, and its average during the other months 
was pretty well up to its November report, which 
showed 587 building permits, for improvements amount- 
ing to $462,920. ‘ 

The most notable increase among the other Pacific 
Coast cities was that of San Francisco. A considerable 
increase is shown in the activity of its building opera- 
tions in 1904 as compared with those of 1903. Im the 
latter year, the dull, dry rot, which is always the ulti- 
mate outcome of unrestricted labor-union domination, 
seems to have attained its maximum in the city of the 
Golden Gate. Since then the Citizens’ Alliance has 
made gool, in some measure, its declaration of independ- 
ence, of the agitators, and the present metropolis of the 
Pacific Coart seems to be awakening from the state of 
lethargy into which it had fallen. 2 

San Francisco is frequently inside the monthly mil- 
lion-dollar limit, in which Los Angeles is usually found. 
its aggregate of building improvements authorized for 
the fisca] year considered is about one-third greater than 


this in 1905, it will exceed the expectations of its friends; 
for it is not expected that this little city will always 
lead all the cities of the country in the activity of its | 
building operations, in proportion to population. The 
prospects are, however, fair for a continuance of a degree 
of activity in building operations here. 

It will be noted that ¢he greater number of the im- 
provements were dwellings, and that the greater num- 
ber of these were story-and-half and single-story siruc- 
tures, that is to say, cottages. It is a fact, moreover, 
that the cost of the greater number of these cottages Is 
“sufficient to permit of their being supplied with mod- 
ern conveniences. Many of them, in fact, are little gems 
of comfort, and are as elegantly finished as the more 
expensive residences of this and other cities. Philadel- 
phia is often spoken of as the “City of Homes.” Los An- 
geles is, undoubtedly, the city of homes of the Pacific 
Coast. In the building report of the leading cities of

One would expect from its 400,000 of population, having 
nearly three times the population of Los Angeles, that its 
lead would be still greater. But in no month does it go 
so far ahead of Los Angeles as its larger population 
would warrant. The gain noted, however, concerning 
building operations in San Francisco, is genuine and 
substantial, and The Times congratulates the good peo- 
ple of that city upon this evidence of renewed growth. 
In conclusion it may be added that the ultimate des- 
tiny of Los Angeles is greater than many of the most 
optimistic of its old-time citizens have yet dared to an- 
ticipate.

MANUFACTURING.

The census of 1900 credited Los Ang les with 
manufactured products to the value of over 620,000 000. 
The next census will probably show that we are turning 
out manufactured products to the value of nearly $100,- 
000,000 annually. 

CITRUS BY-PRODUCTS. 

Each year for many years past The Times, in its 
Midwinter Number, has urged the great importance of 
developing the manufacture of by-products from oranges 
and lemons. Unfortunately there is little of an encour- 
aging nature to be found in the history of the past year, 
so far as this branch of manufacture is concerned, It 
is strange that some of our enterprising people do not 
see the good opening that exists here to benefit South- 
ern California at large, and at the same time to mak?

ern California. It is in universal demand for buildine 
purposes, being the common lumber use! for frame. 
floors, rafters, studdings, joists and structural purpose; 
generally. Redwood comes next in importance, being 
almost exclusively used for shingles and shakes, and 
als> extensively for barns, for rustic work, and for in- 
terior finish, such as walls and ceilings. Redwood is a 
California product, coming from Mendocino. Eureka and 
other northern ports of the State. The third wood im- 
ported in large quantity by sea, namely, white cedar, 
comes from the southern coast of Oregcn.

24,000,000 BARRELS. 


ETROLEUM represents today 
one of the foremo¢ industries 
of California. In the opinion 
of experts this means more for 
the State's future than all the 
gold mined. It means cheap 
fuel and power; it meags man- 
ufacturing olar¢s, railroads 
and steamers et small cost, 
with the accompanying expan- 
ssion of trade, increase of pop- 
ulation and lucrative employ- 
ment for thousands of people. 

To Los Angeles it means 
much in particular. This city 

is the natura) center of the oll 
7 industry of the Pacific Coast, 
besides having its many growing industries to foster 
that need the stimulus of cheap fuel. It is surrounded 
by great fields, such as Whittier, Fullerton, and Salt 
Lake, all within a distance of twenty miles. Cther 
fields are found on every hand, within a few hours’ ride. 
The great fields of Santa Barbara are within this city’s 
natural territcry, and those of Kern county are nearer 
to the Angels’ City by 150 miles than to San Francisco. 
Every day sees them entering into closer relations. To 
Los Angeles thus falls the honor of being the oil me- 
tropolis of California. 

There are now about fifteen fields in the State that 
may be looked upon as proven, viz., Kern River, Sunset 
Midway, MeKitfrick, Coalinga, Santa Maria, Summer- 
land, Los Angeles, Salt Lake, Whiitier, Fullerton, New- 
hall, Fillmore, Santa Paula and a number 
of others. Among those that may be classed as purely 
speculative are the Cuyama plains, and large tracts in 
San Luis Obispo, Ventura, Santa Barbara and Los Ange- 
les counties. The Devils Den and Tembior districts, in 
Kern county, were extensively prospected some years 
ago, and proved failures. 

Of the enormous increase of production in 1903 in Cal- 
ifornia over half came from the great Kern River field 
that produced over 16,000,000 barrels, nearly one-sixth of 
the product of the entire country. No exact figures are 
ret available for 1904, and estimates differ very widely 
as to the district's probable production, The great cor- 
porations, such as the Standard and the Associated, 
maintain that it will exceed that of last year, while the 
independents and by far the great part of those well 
informed outside of these two companies named declare 
that it will urquestionably show a falling off of from 


1,000,009 to 3,000,000 barrels. This, it is claimed, is due 
chiefly to the encroachments of water, and it is certain 
that a number of properties have been very seriously 
affected, the fact being admitted in some cases by the 
owners. The production of 1903 was an increase of fully 
7,000,000 barrels over 1902. Fifteen miilion barrels will 
probably approximate this year's yield. 


The Kern field was discovered in 1899. It has now 
about 900 wells completed; the oll is fuel oil of 11 to 14 
eravity. There is a storage of oil amounting to more 
than 10,000,000 barrels and capacity for at least 1,000,000 
more. The proven area covers about 6000 acres. Of the 
storage 9,000,000 is owned by the Pacific Coast (Stand- 
ard) Oil Company. In this regard Kern River possesses 
an advantage over almost any other field, the character 
of the soil permitting the construction of immense res- 
ervoirs of earth with capacity up to a million barrels at 
a very small fraction of the cost of steel tanks. 


Sunset, Midway and McKittrick constitute the wert 
side fields of Kern county. McKittrick is the chief. 
Its production for 1904 is expected to total about 1,500,000 
barrels, an increase of about 250,000 over 1903. Sunset 
and Midway have probably shipped about 300,000 bar- 
rele. The latter has no transportation facilities and is 
entirely shut down. 

Coalinga is today the most active district In the State. 
le is situated in the southwest corner of Fresno county 
and has a proven area of about 4000 acres, producing oil 
for both fuel and refining from 11 to 40 gravity. 

Situated in Santa Barbara county within forty miles 
of the Pacific Ocean and the fine harbor at Port Harford, 
Santa Maria appears destined by nature to become one 
of the greatest flelds of the State. Its development has 
hitherto been somewhat retarded by lack of proper 
transportation facilities, but with the completion of the 
Union Oi] Company's pipe line to Port Harford, the 
field is expected to advance with giant strides. Its pro- 
duction for 1904 is roughly estimated at 850,000 barre)s, 
which is by no means believed to be any criterion of its 
great productive capacity. This it is safe to say, has 
Ponly been touched. New wells, some of them making 
phenomenal records as gushers, are coming in all the 
time, and the area of the fleld is today an unknown 
quantity, as much still remains to be prospected where 
excellent indications are known to exist.

CITRUS FRUITS. 


| LEADING HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS OF 
1 SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


The Californian never tires of telling the story of the 
great orange that originated and has largely sustained 
the enormous farm values (hat have been built up in 
this end of the State during the last two decades. How 
this wonderfully rich and luscious seedless orange was 
rescued from the jungles of Brazil and transferred to the 
slopes of Riverside, there to begin the development of 
one of the largest industries of the West, and to add to 
the fame of the State as much as have the other golden 
products, wheat and gold. The romantic story of this 
orange has been set before the readers of the Midwinter 
Times in a previous number—the fame of the Washing- 
ton navel orange. To which we may now add the fame 
of the Valencia late orange, which bids fair to rival the 
excellencies of the Brazilian product. Space will not 
permit taking the reader through the details of orange 
raising, packing and marketing. Although the most at- 
tractive theme to set forth in this annual review, the 
magnitude and diversity of the enterprise of orange 
growing, together with other farming interesis, have 
made it necessary to maintain a department in The 
Times Magazine devoted to “farming in California,” in 
which, during the year, hundreds of seasonable, sugges- 
tive topics are discussed, involving the minutae of the 
work of soil tilling and growing the excellent fruits that 
have made chis end of the State famous. This attrac- 
tive subject should be followed out by the tourist, who 
may find in many places the exemplification of the most 
approved methods of farming, and a full-fledged pack- 
ing-house or a lemon-curing establishment, run by some 
great shipping firm whose products are put up in the 
highest style of the packers’ art. Here will be found an 
epitome of the whole great industry, from the orange 
seedbed to the splendid trees whose fruit-laden branches 
are even now interlocking across space thought amply 
sufficient to prevent contact by the planters of fifteen 
years ago. Here range the details of fruit handiing upon 
a scale beyond the imagieation of the visitor. He may 
see the business office, with its facilities for handling the 
accounts, the weighing-in accommodations, the maip 
floor covered with great brushers, sizers, grading and 
king bins, scores of sorters, packers, truckers ani 
car loaders, all under the discipline and direction of the 
house manager, whose duty it is to keep this great in- 
dustrial hive a-humming from the farmers’ fleld wagons 
to the local freight which shunts in the “empties” and 
draws out the loads of 25,000 to, 30,000 pounds each of 
the yellow globes that constitute the orincipal revenue 
of the communities within the “citrus belt.” Nothing 
is more interesting than the whirr and rush of a busy 
picking-house, unless it be the acres of fine orchards 
clustered about the homes of the farmers. If the tourist, 
takes in these sights during the months of January and 
February, he will see the most beautiful fruit display 
and the most attractive fruit-harvesting scenes to be 
found upon the face of the earth. 

The orange hafvest is conducted with the rush and 
whirl of a husking bee in a barn of yellow corn, yet in 
no other counry is the preparation of fruit for the mar- 
ket done in such perfect and attractive style. The lemon 
harvest is a more deliberative business. The orange 
picxer snips off the fruit as rapidly as he can manipulate 
a pair of tiny clippers; the lemon gatherer measures 
each fruit with a steel ring, so careful must he be to get 
each lemon to eize. A carload of oranges may be on the 
trees in the morning and far out upon the desert en- 
route to an Eastern market by midnight, but a carload 
of lemons may be gathered in December and shipped in 
May. The two industries present a series of contras's¢ 
throughout. Orange trees receive little pruning. There 
are several systems of pruning lemon trees, some of 
which change the whole physical appearance of 
the trees. Lemons must be cured by processes 
requiring a high degree of experience and weeks 
or months of time. Oranges are ready for the 
markets when they are ripe, requiring no ma- 
nipulation save what is necessary to get them 
properly graded, sized, packed and loaded into the 
cars. The lemon harvest is a continuous annual round, 
while the greatest activities with the orange lie between 
January and June, though the later varieties may be 
gathered throughout the summer and fall. Lemons are 
picked whenever they reach the proper size, regardless 
of color, but oranges are usually picked altogether when 
properly developed and are graded and packed accord- 
ing to quality and size. So on through these two 
branches of the citrus industry the contrast prevails, ex- 
cept in methods of cultivation. Oranges are often 
packed in half-boxes and baskets, and sometimes shipped 
in bulk, lemons never. The standard box of the latter 
contains 530 cubic inches more than the orange box, and 
holds from 210 to 420 fruits, the orange box containing 
from 64 to 360. The relative output of the two crops Is 
10 ¢o 1 in favor of the orange, and its predominance is 
liable to increase. A careful estimate of the value of 
an average crop of oranges and lemons places it at 39. 
000,000, and about as much more is disbursed in packing 
expenses and freight, making a grand total of $18,000,000 
engaged in producing, harvesting and shipping, together 
with the profits of the business. 

The other citrus fru‘ts successfully grown in Califor- 


grape fruit, all adding to the attractiveness of the farm 
and some of them adding materially to its income. A 
few limes are raised. Material progress has been made 
in the cultivation of the citron, in one case a strong 
company having been formed for the manipulation of 
the citron from a large orchard already in full bearing. 
The tangerine is a profitable crop in two or three sec- 
tions, this Üttdle orange being produced in carload lots. 
The cultivation of the gpomelo is prevalent on many 
ranches, this popular fruit producing heavily and of a 
superior quality. In the manufacture of essential oils, 
essences, acids and other by-products of the citrus-fruit 
industry, much experimenting has been done, with 6uc- 
cess in the preparation of lemon juices and orange wina 


DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 


APRICOTS, PEACHES AND PEARS, ALSO 
THE EVERGREEN OLIVE AND NUTS. 


Before the dominance of citrus-fruit culture the pro- 
duction of deciduous fruits in the southern counties had 
reached the dignity of the business as it is now con- 
ducted in the central portions of the State. The vine- 
yards swept from foothill to plain. The landscape was 
dotted with olive mills, wineries and frult-drying plants. 
Apples were grown with more or less success where 
they are now unknown. Apricots, peaches, nectarines 
plums, prunes and pears were raised by thousands ol 
tons, where now the orange and green of the greet cit- 
rus orchards stretch from hill to hill, and flourish wher- 
ever irrigation has been established. For a dozen years 
the destruction of these extensive deciduous orchards 
has been under way, giving place to the more profitable 
groves of the orange and lemon. In spite of this great 
change in the character of the fruit orchards, there are 
yet remaining some of the largest apricot orchards 
known, Olive groves cover princely domains, and thé 
peach orchards extend for miles, and flourish with old- 
time vigor. 

Although Southern California does not claim to be 
the first, in the production of apples, the mountainous 
districts of San Bernardino, San Diego and Los Ange- 
les counties have made great progress in apple-growing. 
This fruit is cultivated with great success at Downey, 
Cerriios and Compton, and is being planted heavily 1s 
the Antelope Valley. With all the late advance in this 
industry there is still a large deficit in the apple supply, 
Los Angeles city alone requiring over 700 carloads of 
Oregon and Colorado aroles to satisfy the demand. 
Cherries are successfully and profitable grown in the 
mountains above Redlands, but are not adapted fo the 
fiains and alluvial valleys. No better pears can be 
found than those produced in the southern counties, 
where the moth and blight do not appear. The cultiva- 
tlon of the prune has been practically abandoned, on ac- 
count of the prevailing prices for the Cult, and the fact 
that the conditions are not the best for its growth. 
Peaches flourish admirably, but the crop was a cartial 
failure the past season. The fruit is a most profitable © 
crop, and large areas are devoted to its cultivation. It 
is in the extension of the vineyards that the greatest hor- 
ticultural progress has been made, outside the forward- 
ing of the citrus fruit industry. A large acreage of new 
vineyards is just coming Into bearing, in many cases 
containing the most improved varieties of table grapes, 
but gencrally devoted to the growth of the best wine 
grapes. Those who raised good apricots last season re- 
celved fine prices for the dried fruit. In small fruits 
the most extensive plantations have been established 
within the last few years, strawberries proving the most 
profitable for the local trade. The increase of 50,000 or 
60,000 people in the city of Los Angeles during the last 
three or four years has groportionately increased the 
business of small-fruit growing in this section, black- 
berries, raspberries, dewberries and loganberries finding 
ready sale at remunerative prices, the demand establish- 
ing scores of small-fruit farmers, who have built perma- 
novt homes, developed water and are prepared to fur- 
nish the local markets with the most luscious assort- 
ment of berries ever grown, and at all seasons of the 
year. Many of the small farmers also engage in truck 
farmipg, and in the production of watermelons, canta- 
loupes, etc., the past season witnessing the greatest and 
best crop of these melons ever grown in this part of the 
State. 

The olive Is neither a citrus nor a deciduous fruit. 
For many years previous to the late renewal of interest 
in the olive, this valuable commodity had ceased to at- 
tract attention. Through poor judgment in the selection 
of soils, locations and varieties, the business fell to @ 
place of little importance. Fut the last two or three 
years have shown that the olive may be made a orofit- 
able crop. Two or three new oil factories, drawing their 
supplies from orchards cared for as are other fruit or- 
chards and managed under more favorable conditiona, 
have put forth qualities of oil that are rapidly restoring 
the olive to favor as a profitable crop. The best judges 
of che situation now unite in the declaration that, after 
repeated discouragements and failures, olive growing 
has taken a permanent place in the list of staple and 
paying investments. 

One of the greatest and most lucrative fields of agri- 
cultural industry in Southern California is the growing 
of English walnuts. Always in high favor as an invest- 
ment, the records of the past season have widened the 
pepularity of this business. Land either suitable for 
walnut growing or already in bearing trees has re- 
sponded to the uplift in yleld and prices of the past year. 
The crop was of the best quality. It was harvested un- 
der the most favorable weather cond:tions, marketed 


nia aro the citron of commerce, kumduat, taagerine and 


readily, and at the most profitable prices. Growers of 
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walnuts see no danger of oversupplies of this favorite 
nut. Localities and solls suitable to its production are 
searce, and every feature of the, business is in a most 
favorable position. The strong demand for land and 
for young trees indicate a heavy increase in the ton- 
nage of nuts in a few years. Walnut growing pays.

VEGETABLE GROWING. 


A HORTICULTURAL INDUSTRY THAT IS 
RAPIDLY ADVANCING. 


Originally vegetable growing was classed as a branch 
of agriculture. The application of this term has been 
broadened as the cultivation of vegetables has developed 
as a part of the scheme of field crop rotation, the term 
now being used often to designate a division of genera) 
agriculture. In Southern California, however, vegetable 
growing is usually conducted as a separaie industry, un- 
der similar conditions every year and upon the same 
lands, giving it the significance of a horticultural enter- 
prise. Two exceptions may be noted to this, in the pro- 
duction of sugar beets and beans, which are farmed in 
such large areas, without intensive cultivation, and 
without reference to special markes, that they are 
classed here as purely agricultural crops. 

According to the latest reports the vegetable products 
of the United States were worth annually over $100,009,- 
000. More than 500,000 acres of land were employed, 
and about 250,000 people engaged in che industry. These 
figures refer to commercial market gardening, there be- 
ing no attempt made by the statisticians to approximate 
the value of the supplies raised for family use. When 
these figures are compared commercially with the value 
of pomological products, the relative importance of the 
two industries as revenue producers is clearly in favor 
of the latter, California alone marketing more value t 
fruit products than the worth of ail che vegetable crops 
of the country. One fruit crop in Southern California 
alone falls litle short of the revenue of a half-dozen 
large States from the growing of vegetables. Compara- 
tively few are aware of the immensity of the California 
vegetable industry, the prominence of the State as a 
fruit-growing center overshadowing the lesser borticul- 
tural enterprises. The shipments of green vegetables by 
rail alone amount to over 1,000,000 pounds annually. 
The beans of the State feed the people of the East to the 
amount of 75,000,000 pounds a year. The products of the 
vegetable canneries of two years ago were as follows: 
Asparagus, 105.800 cases; tomatoes, 583.000 cases; peas, 
25,900, and all other canned vegetables, 38.500 cases. 
These were all high-class goods, manufactured products, 
and do not include any of the canned goods used at 
home. 
the heavy transportation charges immense exportations 
of potatoes and onions are made. : 

The conditions voon which successful vegetable grow- 
ing in Southern California depends are varied and com- 
plex, and one would infer from a survey of the field that 
nothing but skill of the highest order could succeed. 
Yet there is such a disparity between the price of Amer- 
ican labor and that of Asia and Southern Europe that 
the difference in the quality of the field products is lost 
in this marcin, consumers buying largely of the poorer 
quality because it is so cheap. This disparity has here- 
lofore held vegetable raising in disrepute with the 
American. and left the industry in the hands of the for- 
eigner. There is evidence of an awakening. The gen- 
eral adjustment of the horticultural industries, and the 
effect of the exclusion laws have brought profit and 
dignity to the avocation from the American's standpoint. 
The white crowers of the State now come in contact 
with the canneries. the winter trade of distant markets 
and with local wholesale dealers, where they once had to 
deal only with a peddling proposition. The cujt.vation 
of special crops, such as cabbage, cauliflower, Lima 
beans, celery, winter peas and tomatoes, early canta- 
Joupes and melons have brought a quality of skill to the 
front which must know when and how to do things, 
knowledge more essential to the grower of good vegeta- 
bles here than in any other State in the Union. The 
exactions of the canneries and the trade are driving out 
incompetence, adding not only general importance to the 
industry, but profits to justify skilled white labor in 
adopting this business, with the assurance of present 
compensation and prospects of the increase] develop- 
ments of the home markets. There are also evidences 
of a great increase in the demand for vegetables in a 
new quarter. The traffic of the Pacific Ocean, here‘o- 
fore of minor importance, promises to take increased 
quantities of fresh and dried vegetables, and no one 
can set a limitation upon the demand for canned goods 
of this class, from the countries our foreign policies are 
opening for trade with the Pacific Coast. 

Space will not permit noting in detall the vegetable‘in- 
dustries of the southern counties. Of great importance 
to interstate demand ere many lines peculiar to South- 
ern California. Practicaliy all the vegetables grown for 
the midwinier eastern trade are produced in the Ca- 
huenga Valley, near Los Atigeles. and similar frostless 
localities. The larger portion of the exported beane are 
produced upon the coast plain of Ventura and Santa Bar- 
bara counties. The celery of the country is raised in the 
eee lands of Orange county. The desert section of Riv- 
erside county is supplying the eastern trade with canta- 
loupes and melons long before these crops are in bloom 
in the other States., and there is a large variety of other 
vegetables of importance to the export trade. 

Special mention may be made of the magnitude of 
the cslery industry of Orange county. Fifteen hundred 
carlcads may be considered a fair crop for this wonder- 
ful section, Where the land not only produces more abun- 
dantly of this vegetable than any other land, but 
bleaches the product in the field ready for the market, 
without artificial) means. The erratest and most distine- 
tive of the industries of this branch of horticulture, cel-

ery-growing, is so profitable that every acre of suitable 
land has been devoted to this crop on the tide lands dt 
Orange county. 

Cantaloupe and melon growing at Coachella and other 
points along the Southern Pacific, on the Colorado Des- 
ert, in Riverside county, is assuming large proportions, 
the early markets of the Bast being supplied with hun- 
dreds of carloads annually. The peculiar conditions of 
climate make this section the most promising for winter 
vegetables and early fruita in the whole country. In 
connection with these peculiar winter thermal condi- 


tions those of the vast Imperial Valley are senewhat | 


similar, this portion of Southern California solving the 
question of the supply of these commodities as soon as 
experience has demonstrated the kinds and varieties best 
suited to the local environment. More detailed mention 
of this subject will be found in Part I of this number. 
Broadly speaking, the entire range of vesetable products 
may be successfully produced where th. markets will 
justify paying tr@hsportation charges. There is much 
room for expangfom in this branch of horticulture in 
California, and the outlook is good for rapid develop- 
ment. 


GENERAL FARM PRODUCTS. 


WHEAT, CORN, BARLEY, OATS, BEANS 
| BEETS AND HAY. 


Looking to the citrus fruit centers for the highest de- 
gree of cultural improvement and commercial activities. 
the prominence of cereal farming and the prodaction of 
hay is none the less remarkable. Included in the cate- 
gory of field products are beens and sugar beets. An 
immense acreage of celery fields lies adjacent to miles 
of waving barley, wheat and oats in which harverting 
and thrashing are done by a simultaneous operation: 
Sugar beets may be produced in the same localities that 
furnish alfalfa in unlimited quantities, and Lima beans 
may grow alongside great stretches of flelds which feed 
the flouring mills of the State. Large enterprises of 
stock feeding. dairying and bee culture may be found 
all in successful operation in the same valley. In favor- 
able seasons, in which the winter rains turn the rich 
alluvium of the coast plain into redundant granaries, the 
sum of 6.000. 0% to 7,000,000 bushels of wheat, barley, 
corn and oats is the total of the seven southern counties. 
Aided to the output of cereals of a prolific season are 
nearly 400,000 tons of hay, supplementing the value of 
other farm products by $4,000,000. Were it possible to 
give account of the immense tonnage of pumpkins, mel- 
ons, sorghum, stock beets and grazing grasses, the ag- 
gregate worth of farm products would aroear much 
greater. While the magnitude of California field opera- 
tions remind one of the Dakotas, the path of the tour- 
ist tends in the direction of the State's horticultural de- 
velopments, and he thus sees but little of the greatness 
of the commonwealth in supplying foodstuffs to the mil- 
lions. The Times’ eatimate of the citrus crop, printed 
in the last annual, was 10.000.000 boxes; of corn. 200,000 
bushels: oats, 500,000; wheat, 2.300.000, and barley, 3.- 
600.000. None of these figures may be reached for the 
year just closing. With all the vicissitudes that have 
prevailed, however, the harvest of hay, beans, celery. 
sugar Leets and cereals has been satisfactory. Within 
a few years the records of che output of agricultural 
products will be vastly increased by the farming opera- 
tions of the great Imperial Valley, solving as it will the 
question of forage supplies for the fruit-growing sec- 
tions and the dairy supplies for the whole of the south- 
ern part of the State. 

The average valuation of the products of the land and 
industrial institutions of Southern California is placed 
at $80,000,000. Of this the value of agricultural com- 
modities is $20,000,000, the horticultura! 320.000.000 and 
the balance distributed among the factorics, canneries, 
publications, mining, fisheries, and the miscellaneous 
small manufactories. of which there are many thousends 
ia successful operation. Oranges and lemons produce a 
total revenue averaging over $15,000,000; grain, hay and 
beans $$,000,00; dressed pork, beef and mutton $3.000,- 
000; dairy products, $700,000; walnuts, $600,000. While 
this State furvishes the facilities for a close approx!- 
mation of the values of s products. through the fer 
transcontinental freight lines, it is impossible to give 
close figures won the worth of the small fruits, poultry, 
vegetables, fruit preserves, fruit juices, honey, ostrich 
feathers, olive oil, special fruit and vegetable prepara- 
tions of all kinds, local aleoholic manufactures, almonds. 
peanuts and the scores of exotic fruits grown and used 
here, many of which are without standard vaiues, yet 
all finding ready sale to supplement the revenue derived 
from the stanle crops. 

In the aggregate, che production of all these commodi- 
ties has advanced the value of land to a phenomen-?! 
figure. Unimproved land fs rated at from $100 to 2400 
per acre, with water. Improved holdings, with first-class 
orange groves, in good locations, are often sold at $1000 
an acre, with the average running from $500 to $800, in- 
cluding the fine improvements usually eopurtenant. 
Landa suitable to the heavy production of alfalfa are 
worth from 3400 to $500, while peat lands and good vege- 
table soils are held approximately as high as the best 
citrus lands. Owing to the source of the formation of 
the land giving it such a variety of texture, ft is ex- 
tremely difficult to convey a fair impression of the value 

of the land in general. The quality ranges from poverty 
to the most abundant fertility, a large portion being the 
most productive and much of it che richest in the world.

Although the California Citrus Union has been in ex- 
istence less than two years, its organization has been so 
thorough and efficient that it now has better facilities 
for marketing the frult crops than any other organiza- 
tion known to the frult-growers, and its packing devalls 
are as carefully handled as is the shipping. During the 
past sunmer the California Citrus Unlon has expended 
over $25,000 in picking-boxes alone; and this enables it 
to ship all the fruit In clean, fresh and wholesome boxes. 

The citrus fruits are sent out from the 108 packing- 


houses in first-class refrigerator cars, the minimum ca- 
pacity of which ts 362 boxes of oranges, or 312 boxes of 
lemons to the car. From seven to ten days are required 
to move a car of citrus fruits from California to the 
Missouri River points; and the Citrus Union has ten 
capable and experienced inspectors located at points 
along the various railroads, to report daily the passing 
time of cars, the position of ventilaters, and other mat- 
ters of interest to the shipper, and to expedite in every 
possible way the movement of the fruit to its Eastern

Then the problem of distributing these fruits to the 
Eastern markets in such a manner as not to disturb 
the equilibrium of the prices ts, indeed, no smal] mat- 
ter. In order to thoroughly handle this phase of the 
business, the California Citrus Union maintains sixty- 
five branch sales offices in all the principal cities of the 
United States and Canada. ese branch. offices handle 
the citrus fruits exclusively. They ere conducted by ex- 
perienced men who are on salary selected by reason of 
their special ability for f.0.b. selling. To show their abil- 
ity, it is only necessary to state that over 80 per cent. 
of all shipments made by the California Citrus Union 
te date have been sold on the f.. b. basis. The great ad-

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! De ‘New Gold Bonanzas in Sout 
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TRIBUTARY TO LOS ANGELES. 


LITTLE more than one year ago half of 
all that is now oroperly known as the 
gold “camp” of Goldfield, Esmeralda 
county. Nevada, including the presen 

town, with its 5000 inhabitants, its won- 
derful Jumbo mine, its well-developed 
Combination, its Florence, its rich St. 
Ives, its invaluable Sandstorm, its productive January, 
and scores upon scores of other properties of prospective 
value, was sold for the insignificant sum of $1. The pur- 
chaser for months thought little of his bargain; the 
seller still less. He had simply called a friend's “biuff,” 
as they say in the parlance of the popular American 
game, when he had agreed to seil his interest in the 


‘rich mineral lands now comprised in the Goldfield min- 


ing distrid. The purchaser bad little or no idea of what 
he had bought, and parcelled out parts of his holdings 
for songs—mere warbles, it might be said, for some of 
them, in view of their present known richness. Some be 
allow ed to slip from him by default, others he held, per- 
haps because he could not dispose of them, and for some 
he received enough to make him a wealthy man. 

That is in brief che story of a real estate transaction 
which, when it is remembered that untold millions lie in 
the buttes,about the camp of Goldfield, is fit to be raied 
in modern times alongside of the land speculation of 
that Dutch adventurer, Peter Minuet, when he bought 
the island of Manhattan for $24. 

The State of Nevada is one vast storehous of mineral 
wealth. Almost every mineral substance kiown to the 
mining engineer, scientist or geologist is to be found in 
the Sierra Nevada. It has produced millions, yet the 
vast deposits have scarce been touched, the surface has 
only here and there been broken. Nevada has for years 
been the butt of ridicule, the laughing stock in the fam- 
ily of States of the American Union, yet who can truth- 
fully say that Nevada has not done her share—far more 
than her share in proportion to her population, scattered 
far and wide as it is over her vast domain—toward the 
welfare of the republic and the material prosperity of its 
citizens? Admitted to Statehood at a time when her 
vote was sorely needed by the government at Washing- 
on, to force the adoption of amendments to the Consil- 
tution which were required to accomplish the purposes 
for which the great Civil War was fought, she has ever 
remained a true and loyal member of that Union. The 
fortunes which she has produced are today promoting 
and carrying on some of the world's greatest enterprises. 
Her wealth helped to cable the Atlantic and bring the 
Old World into instantaneous communication with the 
new; it has helped to build the great transcontinental 
railroads joining the Hast and the West; i¢ has helped 
to construct great steamships, it has promoted great 
banking institutions, it has made great statesmen, t has 
built palaces in New York, mansions in London, salons 
in Paris, and beautiful homes in San Francisco and other 
great cities of this and foreign countries; it has pur- 
chased handsome yachts and bought wine enough to float 
them; it has made the wheel go round at Monte Carlo, 
fi has made reckless spendthrifts and multi-millionaires, 
and there are scores upon scores of business enterprises 
which it has fostered and helped to promote. When 
specie payment was resumed, after the War of the Re- 
bellion, it was the ore from the mines of Nevada which 
provided the specie. Yet the half-billion of dollars 
which her famous Comstock produced may before many 


Fears be equaled if not surpassed by other great min- 


ing districts, among which Goldfield promises to take 
foremost ran‘. ° 

This ‘remarkable camp has already stariled the coun- 
try, but there ie still greater astonishment in store. Al- 
though it has only just celebrated its first anniversary, 
fits fame is spread far and wide, west, east, and even be- 
yond the sea. Cripple Creek was thought to be the won- 
der of the age in the production of gold, Klondike was 
regarded as the marvel,of the century, but Goldfield sur- 
passes them both, for in the first nine months of its ex- 
istence it has produced as much of the yellow metal as 
was brought to the surface in Colorado's Eldorado in two 
years. Where else in the hictory of gold mining has 
there been a camp which within three-quarters of a year 
after the first panning was made has given nearly four 
millions of gold to the commerce of the world? Fur- 
thermore, the wonders which have been wrought in 
Goldfield have been accomplished under conditions’ far 
more disadvantageous than those of Cripple Creek. Crip- 
ple Creek was near a base of supplies, to use a military 
or strategie expression. Not so with Goldfield; those 
who have made it the great como which it is today, with 
modern comforts and civilized conditions, have labored 
under disadvantages that none except brave, venture- 
some, courageous Americans, daring seekers after the 
yellow metal would undertake, 

Goldfield lies In the eastern part of Esmeralda county, 
Southwestern Nevada. Iis remoteness from adequate 
railroad transportation is the chief disadanvtage under 
which it has struggled. Look upon your map and trace 
the line of che Southern Pacific, as it traverses the Sierra 
Nevada, eastward from the Golden Gate. Follow its 
sinuous course over mountain and through valley, until 
you reach Reno, in the extreme western part of Nevaéa. 
Reno, until three or four years ago, was scarce more 
than a stopping place. Now it is a hustling Western 
ctv. with nearly 15,000 population, and many modern 
improvements. It lies in the valley of the Truckee, one 
of the richest and prettiest valleys in the West. 

From whatever part of Uncle Sam's domain, you, gold- 
seeker, may come, it is necessary for you to come via 
Reno, unless you should choose to come overland, and 
wp from the south, across dangerous deserts, for hun- 
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dreds of miles. At Reno you board the train on the Vir- 
ginia and Truckee (recently acquired by the Southern 
Pacific) at 8:30 in the morning. That is, if the train 
from San Francisco gets in on time; if not the Virginia 
and Truckee will wait for it, for these Nevada people 
are nothing if ndt accommodating. Furthermore, there 
is only one train south from Reno daily, and it is neces- 
Sary to catch that, or remain over there for an entire 
day. Besides, as 90 per cent. at least of the freight and 
passenger ¢raffic south of Reno is for Goldfield and To- 
nopah, it is for the interests of the Virginia and Truckee 
to wait the arrival of the San Francisco train. 

While you ar@waiting for the train south to start, you 
will no doubt de greatly astonished, especially If you 
are a stranger to this mining region, at the amount of 
freight, expressage and baggage which is oiled up at 
Reno, awaiting shipment to Goldfield and Tonopah. At 
this writing there were nearly 300 broad-gauge cars, la- 
den to their full capacity, on the tracks between Reno 
and Mound House, waiting to have their cargoes trans- 
ferred to the narrow-gauge at Mound House for ship- 
ment to these two mining camps. That condition of 
affairs bas prevailed for months, and try as hard as they 
will, and do, the railroad officials are unable to avoid 
this congestion of traffic. Recently the Southern Pa- 
cifle purchased the Virgina and Truckee, and the line 
from Sodaville to Tonopah, and will place a standard 
gange all the way from Mound House to Tonopah as 
rapidly as can be done. This will by next summer re- 
lieve conditions and facilitate transportation. 

En route to Mound House you pass many a beautiful 
meadow and ranch, most interesting of which is the big 
farm of che Hon. John Sparks, the retiring Governor of 
the State, who prides himself upon his blooded stock. 
his herd of buffalo, deer, elk, and other specimens of an- 
imals now fast becoming extinct. A few miles further 
on you reach the interesting old city of Carson, the 
capital of the State. Carson, once the scene of great ac- 
tivity, bas had its day, and few beside the old pioneers 
and their descendants are there. 

At Carson prepare to leave behind your convention- 
alities and some of your comforts, and prepare for a 
long, dreary, tiresome ride of thirty-six hours, through 
a barren and desolate country. In short, get ready to 
“rough” it.” It is not necessary to say this to one who 
is experienced in mining camps, but to the novice and 
the “tenderfoot,” i¢ is well to give such a word of ad- 
vice. You leave the comfortable cars of the 
Virginia and Truckee at Mound House and make 
the rush for the narrow-gauge cars, mixed pas- 
senger and freight train of the Carson and 
Colorado. It is well to hurry, for the cars are al- 
ways crowded, the seats narrow and always at a pre- 
mium, for almost every train brings in fifty to 150 pas- 
sengers, a large majority of them newcomers to this 
wonderful camp. For perhaps two ours railroad men 
and express men are hurriedly transferring cargoes from 
the standard to the narrow-gauge train. Finally, there 
is a screeching whistle, something like that of a side- 
wheeler on the Mississippi, if you have ever heard one 
of them, for the air is clear and as all about is desert 
waste there iz no sound to mingle with the blast from 
the locomotive as it blows forth shrill and loud, and is 
echoed back from the mountains in the distance. You 
start, proceeding slowly but surely. It is 178 miles (o 
Sodaville, your next change. If you leave Mound House 
at 11 in the morning and reach So laville thirteen hours 
later, at midnight, you are fortunate. There are numer- 
ous stops, and perhaps your train may be sidetracked 
anywhere from one to four hours somewhere along the 
desert waste in order to permit the one daily north- 
bound train to pass. Within a few minutes after leav- 
ing Mound House, even proceeding at the extremely slow 
speed of the train, you are within sight of the justly 
celebrated Comstock. That is, you are on the opposite 
side of the mountain from which was taken the m- 
lions of tons of ore which made the wealth of the Fairs. 
the Floods, the O’Briens, the Mackays and others. Here 
and there, within plain view, are little dumps, showing 
where some prospecting was done years ago. Within 
easy range of ihe vision is the famous Sutro tunnel, con- 
structed at a cost of millions, for the purpose of drain- 
ing the Cometock. 

From there the journey on to Sodaville is wearisome 
and uninteresting, save that the traveler is lured on by 
the promising prospects of which he hears. in this, al- 
ready one of the great gold mining camps of the world. 
for the only talk of the passengers is of the strikes which 
have been made. They are so numerous and renorts of 
them come so fast that it is almost impossible to tell 
which is the latest. Some are true, some exaggerated. 
some false. There is one diversion on the long journey. 
That is when the train reaches Wabuska, where a stop 
of cweniy minutes is made to enable the travelers to par- 
take of one of the best way-station meals to be eaten 
anywhere in the United States. There is nothing at Wa- 
buska but an eating-house, but the regular meal there Is 
to the hungry gold seeker such as to make che place 
famous, even beyond the borders of the Siate. 

At Sodaville you change cars again for Tonopah, which 
lies sixty-five miles to the east. Recently a sleeping- 
car has been placed on the line. It is the only one to be 
had in the long twenty-four hours’ ride from Reno to 
the gold region. When this line was opened for regular 
traffic last August, and the first train pulled into camp. 
there was a demonstration and celebration which cost 
$10,000 and lasted for three days. One of the events 
was a procession, of which an interesting feature was a 
twenty-mule team, hauling $40,000 worth of ore from 
the mines of the camp. 

You arrive at Tonopah early in the morning, but

Columbia Mountain looked like a good prospect 
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off to the south for a little more than a mile they could 
see a smal! fertile spot which looked (ike an oasis in the 
desert, and there they knew there was water. ik proved 
to be Rabbit Springs, where many a prospector and trav- 
elor had in days gone by camped, on his way to the 
sou h. The springs lie within a mile of the famous 
Jumbo, the Combination, the January and other mines, 
which have made Goldfield known the world over, yet 
none of those who halted there for the night ever 
dreamed that so great mineral wealth lay hidden so 
close to them. Stimler and Marsh set at work prospect- 
ing on Columbia Mounntain and soon uncovered a ledge, 
from which they took samples which when assayed av- 
eraged $60 to the ton. They perfected their locations, 
Staking nineteen claims, and for some time succeeded 
in guarding well their secret. About the same time the 


Beaucham brothers came up from the south, and these 


boys etaked ont the marvelous Jumbo, the Combination 
claims, and other valuable property, in the immediate 
vicinily of these prosperous mines, little knowing what 
fabulous wealth they contained. In fact, so little faith | 
had they in the Jumbo thet they actually sold the moun- 
tain of gold for the insignificant sum of $40. Tom Ram- 
say of Klondyke, the half-way station between Tonopah 
and Goldfield, was the ourchaser. Ramsay must have 
thought even less of his purchase than did the sellers, 
for he allowed the three months in which location work 
must be done to go by without performing any work 
upon the claim, and thereby forfeited all right to it. 

In the meantime, the news of the strike made by Stim- 
Jer and Marsh had become known at Tonopah, and a.few 
started out to the south in the wake of the two discov- 
erers. At first many had little faith in the reports 
which came from Grandpah, as the district was then 
called. This was in the summer of 1903. Among those 
who had come out, however, were C. D. Taylor and 


sented $1000 in gold. In one instance which is of rec- 
ord in Goldffeld the dust of the roadway was swept up. 
sacked and shipped, and the value of each sack amounted 
to more than $8090.

Myers and Hart were also three of the pioneers in the | 
district. They acquired what is now the most 
valuable property in the camp, including the 
townsite, and the Combination, the best developed mine 
in the district. Myers and Murphy had faith in the sec- 
tion, but their partner soon got “cold feet,” and he it 
was who sold his interest in Goldfield to Myers for the 
sum of $1, mentioned in the opening of this story. 
Almost all the early comers acqufred good property. 
Some of them sold for mere trifles, while others held on 
and have made fortunes; but uct all of the valuable 
claims were acquired by those first on the field, for the 
territory—the mineral territory of the district—is so 
large that even those who came months afterward were 
successful in getting in on the ground floor. There were 
spasms of excitement from time to time as prospectors 
returning to Tonopah brought back the news of fabulous 
Strikes to the south, but the first intense excitement oc- 
curred when the January was struck, in the month of 
the year from which it derives its name. Then on Feb- 
ruary 14, when this wonderful mine made ite first ship- 
ment of ore—ore so valuable that armed guards had to 
be sent along beside the wagons in order to prevent 
highwaymen and robbers from holding up the ore train— 
the great rush to Goldfield began. It has continued ever 
Since, until the Goldfield district now has a population of 
fully 5000, to say nothing of the thousand or more who 


have come in here and gone on still further south to 


the new Bullfrog district, and to the still newer strikes 
at Lida, Oasis and Roosevelt, the very latest of the Ne- 
vada camps, named in honor of the President. 
Prospectors and mining men et Tonopah were of 
course the first to rush in. When the excitement was at 
fever beat every sort of wehicle and means of convey- 
ance was pressed into service, while camping outfits and 
provisions to carry into the new region were at a pre- 
mium. All summer the traffic has been so heavy chat 
newcomers were frequently compelled to wait for three 
or four days before they could get horses and wagons 


to bring them to Goldfield, and not a few there were , 


who were so anxious to get into Goldfield that they 
walked the entire distance from Tonopah and packed 


their outfits. 
Thus far the Jumbo, upon which no less than eight

the camp. In nine months it has turned out $1,200,009 
of shipping ore—nothing is reckoned as shipping ore 
in Goldfield under $200 a ton—and it now has upon the 
dumps more than a quarter of a uillion dollars’ worth 
of milling ore, which runs all the way from $40 to $200 | 
per ton. The Jumbo is so well known in the mining 


world that it is not necessary to dwell upon its phenom- | 


enal production. Saffice it to say that the mine is one 
of the wonders of the mining age. 

In the first nine months that ore was shipped from 
Goldfield the tots! mroduction reached nearly the grand 
total of $4,000,000. Since that time it has been in- 
creased, until at the date of this publication it will reach 
close to $5,000,000. To those who have never been upon 
the ground, seems incredible to have the statement 
made that Ways have run as high as $268,000 to the 
ton, which means that the rock is nearly, if not quite, 
one-half pure gold. Of course assays of this high class 
are the exception—if there were a mountain of ore of 
this value it would not be long before the yellow metal 
would meet the same fate of demonetization as its sister 
metal, silver. and it would be necessary to seek a new 
standard of value.

Where 
six months ago there were only a score of scattered tents 
without floors, there are today upward of 1000 subetan- 
tial buildings of adobe brick, stone and lumber, and a 
thousand tents besides. Subetantial buildings would take 
the place of these, had it not been for the scarc’ty of 
lumber, the supply being exhausted as fast as it reaches 
camp, and the lumber companies being unable to ship It 
in fast enough to meet the demand, as the right of way 
has always been given to the prime necessities of life. 
Although reports have from time to time been published 
| that Goldfield was on the verge of starvation and provis- 

ions were exhausted, there has never been a day since 

the first tent was pitched here that any man, woman or 
child ever went hungry because there was no food to 
buy. Prices have, of course, been high, and still are 
high. They are always high in a mining camp. The 
reason why they are higher in Goldfield than elsewhere 
is owing to the great distance from a base of supplies 
and the means of transportation are meager. Far from 
being’ devoid of necessities, Goldfield has an abundant 
supply of luxuries. Today it is possible to sit down to 
a meal in this camp where the food is as weil cooked, as 
well served and amid surroundings as comfortable as in 
Los Angeles. It is possible to procure almost any del- 
jcacy which would tempt the appetite, and almost any 
order which might be called for in Los Angeles can be 
‘filled today in Goldfield. You take a seat in Goldfield’s 
312.000 restaurant, and you are served by a waiter in a 
dress suit. While you eat, a stringed orchestra of five 
pieces renders sweet music. The prices which you will 
pay are not 20 per cent. in advance of what i would cost 
vou in a well- regulated, and even fashionable café in 

Los Angeles. 

There are stores which carry a $10,000 line of goods, 
and jewelers whose stock is worth no less than $20,000. 
Other things are in proportion. The town has three 
banks, and a fourth is in process of erection. Deposits 
m two of these banks, for the third has just opened its 
doors, run from $600,000 to $800,000 a week. Is there a 
town or community in the United States of 5000 people 
| where a similar statement can with truth be made? 
| Substantial buildings of frame, done. brick and corru- 
gated iron grace the principal business streets. There 
“are here no less than thirty-five lawyers, more than a 
dozen good doctors, dentists, and men of almost every 
profession. 

When it is stated that there are a dozen or more phy- 
sicians, it should not be judged that Goldfield is un- 
is not. Under normal conditions it 
should be as healthful as any resort for invalids. The 
climate is all that could be desired. True, k is warm in 
summer, but there Is no humidity, and a sunstroke is 
almost unknown. The winter is mild and agreeable, and 
only after sundown in the month of December was it 
necessary to wear an overcoat. The altitude is 6000 
feet. The etmosphere is pure and dry. Of course in the

‘early days of any mining camp unsanitary conditions 


are likely to exist, but, thanks to the vigilance of the 
Citizens’ Committee, and the thoughtfulness of the peo- 
ple, the camp has been kept—all things considered—in a 
fairly sanitary condition. The worst that was to be 
feared in that respect has now passed, and by next sum- 
mer the town will be in a position to cope with the

It is a cosmopolitan popviation which this tog 
of Goldfield embraces, and it is likewise democratic, 
Goldfield is no place in which to put on frills. It is aoe 
a pleasure resort. It is a place for hard, earnest work, ¢ 
place for hustling. for fortunes are to be made in a day, 
and he who is most alert, most active and energetic wil 
accumulate the biggest pile. Luck, of course, plays seme 
part in the game, but luck Is not all that makes milllog- 
aires, in a camp like Goldfield. 

Plain, honest, what might be called Jeffersonian de 
mocracy exists in Goldfield to a greater extent perhaps 
than anywhere else in the country. The milena 
wears overalls, corduroy or khaki, the ‘Same as The, 
miner who delves 300 or 400 feet below the earth. He 
splits his own wood like his $4.50-a-day employé; iis 
wife washes her own dishes, and generally her ows 
clothes, the same as the wife of the day laboring mine, 
and aristocracy and lordly airs are positively unknowg, 
Special privileges do not exist, and there are equal rights 
for all. Social caste and class distinction are not there, 
Miner and mine owner meet upon equal ground. 

Perhaps nowhere in the country is the average of 
wages paid so high as in Goldfield at the present time 
Miners receive $4 and $4.50 a day for eight hours; carpen- 
ters $6.50 and $7, masons and bricklayers $8, electricians 
$5 and $5.50, painters $6, bartenders $7.50, waiters $4 and 
board, and other trades in like proportion. Even news 
boys have bank accounts running from $400 to $1600, 
Everyone seems prosperous, and as everyone is “on the 
hustle,” there is no time for despondency, because ons 
is forty-eight hours or more distant from the city, with 
its allurements. 

Goldfield is a law-abiding community, despite the va 
ried elements which go to make up its population. Im the 
early days there were two or three killings, but within)

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The Story of the Hauser Interests. q 


A Great Home Industry. 


An honorable record of twenty-two years’ activity In 
the business circles of Los Angeles is the enviable 
showing to be credited to Julius Hauser, the pioneer 
meat packer: and since the recent municipal election, at 
which time the people of the city voted by a large ma- 
jority to admit the Hauser Company's enlarged plant 
within the limits of the corporation, plans have matured 
for a packing plant which will materially increase the 
_scope of the Hausers’ business relations with the rap- 
idly growing population of the great Southwest. 

This will also be of great value to the city at large, 
for the fine modern packing plant which Julius Hauser 
and his sons will soon have established in the Sixth 
Ward will give constant employment to about co per- 
sons: and in the side industries which will doubtless 
spring up in the adjacent territory as a result of the 
building of this immense plant, many more men and 
women will find steady occupation. 

The Hauser Packing Company is an incorporated con- 
cern, organized under the State laws of California, and 
is composed of Julius Hauser and his four sons, who 
for several years have been associated with him in the 
development of the business to its present extensive pro- 
portions. They are E. C. Hauser, H. J. Hauser, F. M. 
Hauser and L. A. Hauser. This company, several months 
ago, made a purchase of a tract of eighteen acres of 
land in the Los Angeles River bottom district, for a site 
for their new packing plant. This land is bounded by 
Ninth and Santa Fé streets, Kercheval and Lemon 
streets, and is admirably situated for the purpose in- 
tended. It is convenient to railway facilities, and there 
is an abundance of water to be secured on the tract. 

It is the intention of the Hauser Company to erect 01 
this land a packing plant which shall combine the best 
features to be found in the modern packing-houses in 
the largest cities of the United States. Julius Hauser 
only recently returned from a trip of several months 
spent in visiting the principal cities of the East and Mid- 
dle West for the express purpose of studying the meth- 
ods of the packers of those places and of selecting the 
most desirable machinery for the new Los Aftgeles plant. 
During this visit, Mr. Hauser placed orders for about 
$150,000 worth of the most approved machinery, which in- 
cludes many sanitary appliances that will eliminate from 
the new concern all objectionable features known un- 
der the old methods of packingthouse operation. It is 
the intention of the Hauser Company to make the 
Ninth-street packing plant an industrial concern to which 
the citizens of Los Angeles can point with pride; and 
its purpose is to so conduct it that both citizens and 
tourists will find a visit to the plant one of special in- 
terest. 

The first cost of the new plant will run probably over 
$200,000; and the company has sufficient land to make 
extensions as the business shall continue to develop. A 
four-story main building will be surrounded by a group 
of smaller buildings, including a power-house, pump- 
ing plant, warehouse, ice plant, offices, barns, etc., and 
within a few months the place will take on the charac- 
ter of a busy industrial settlement. Los Angeles is to be 
congratulated on the- prospects of such an acquisition 
to its array of employing concerns. 

In all these plans for a practical and sanitary estab- 
lishment, the aesthetic side has not been overlooked. It 
is the intention of the Hauser Company to lay out la 
parks, sections of the Ninth-street and Santa Fé-avenue 
frontage, and to beautify these with grass plots, trees 
and choice shrubbery. In fact, no detail has been over- 
looked that would tend to add to the utility and at- 
tractiveness of the greater establishment of the Haus- 


ers. 

Julius Hauser has supplied the local markets of Los 
Angeles with meats for the past twenty-two years, and 
in all that time he has steadfastly maintained an inde- 
dependent attitude in the conduct of his busness. He 
has never been forced into a “beef trust,” and now that 
his plans are about to mature for a broadening of all 
his lines of action, the continuance of such a relation 
with the public cannot be other than greatly beneficial. 
Another point of adventage which will accrue to the 
city is the increase of valuations in property in the 
territory surrounding the new plant, which is bound 
to occur. The large amount of vacant lands on all sides 
of the new packing-house will appreciate, doubtless, in 
value, as a place for the homes of the workmen em- 
ployed at the Hauser plant, and as suitable for other 
industrial concerns. Because of the opportunities for 
employment in this section, it is reasonably certain 
that within a short time after the plant is in operation 
a large population will be found in that section of the

WILLIAM J. HUNSAKER. 


William J. Hunsaker was born in Contra Costa county, 
California, in 1855. In 1869 he removed with his parents 
to San Diego. He studied law there under the direction 
of Maj.

Henry Guenther Weyse, one of the prominent attor- 
neys of the Los Angeles bar, is a native son, having 
been born in Los Angeles, July 27, 1863, In the old fam- 
ily home at the corner of Eighth and San Pedro streets. 
He was educated in the public schools of Los Angeles, 
and in a private German school, until 1876. Mr. Weyse 
was then sent to Germany to pursue his studies, and in 
the year 1884 he graduated from the Gymnasium at Gera, 
Reuss.

During the Dest thirty 
years, the city of Los An- 
geles has experienced three 
booms, and, strange to say, 
each of these movements 
may be directly traced to 
the influence of improved 
transportation facilities. 

In 1872 the New York 
Herald sent out here a 
cleverwriter, bythe 
name of Charles Nordhoff, 
who died a couple of years 
ago in San 
Nordhoff “discovered” 
Fouthern California, much 


ingston. He wrote a series 
of eta letters to his 
paper, describing in glow- 
mg, though not exag- 
gerated terms, the charms and resources of the Land 
of the Afternoon, and especially the opportunities for 
acnassing wealth here in the.culture of citrus fruits. 
These letters were afterward reproduced in book form, 
and that book was the means of bringing a great many 
people to Southern California. 

A tew years later, in 1876, Los Angeles secured its first 
communication with the outside world, when, early in 
that year, the Southern Pacific commenced running 
the wild and

Francisco, 


as Stanley discovered LIV- 


ers and other “people of the baser sort,” that he deter- 
mined to sell out hig great street-rallroad interests in 
that city, and remove to Los Angeles. His arrival in 
this city marked the beginning of a third and greater 
boom, that promises to be lasting—a boom that is as far 
ahead of those preceding it ag electricity is ahead of 
steam. How solid this boom is may be partially judged 
from the fact that the buildings erected in Los Angeles 
during the past year amounted in value to $13,000,000, and 
this year to almost $14,000,000. 

Mr. Huntington is a man of large affairs, who handles 
millions as the ordinary man handles dollars. He likes 
to make money, not so much for the sake of the money 
itself, but for the pleasure of making it—of doing things. 
All his enterprises are on a large scale. His roads and 
his bulidings are like the highways of ancient Rome— 
built to last. Not sat with what is undoubtedly the 
finest system of str railreads in the world, regard- 
less of population, Mm Huntington has set to work to 
construct a magnificent system of suburban electric 
roads, that have revolutionized.the residence habits of 
a great many Los Angeles people as they can now more 
conveniently live ten miles away from their’ place of 
business than they could have lived a distance of two 
miles in the preélectric days. To this great system ad- 
ditions are being constantly made, until it looks as if, 
within a few years, a map of Southern California would 
appear something like an irregular wire-screen. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company, as the corporation 
operating the street car lines is named, has about 120 
miles of wilhip the city limite U operates over

Picturesque Tehachepi Pass. There ensued quite a move- 
ment in real estate—a baby movement for a baby town— 
and prices of property in some cases soared to heights 
that old-timers regarded as ridiculous, since it was only 
a few years since the Council bad been selling lands 
within the city mits for 60 cents an acre, or thereabouts. 
This boom was nipped in the bud. when, like the plagues 
of Egypt. there fell upon Los Angeles a triple aMiiction, 
in the shape of a severe drouth—which meant far more 
then than it does now, as there was little irrigation—e 
bank fallure and an epidemic of smallpox. 

Afier that the pueblo slumbered for nearly a decade, 
or until the end of 1885, when the last spike was driven 
on the Atlantic and Pacific railway, on the Cajon Pass, 
thus completing what this city had been long yearning 
for, a new route from the Atlantic to the Pacific, pro- 
viding competition in overland railroad transportation. 
This was followed by the great real estate boom of 1886- 
87 which has become historical. It is treated more in 
detail on another page of this number. After this move- 
ment had exhausted its strength, the city settled down 
to an era of building and genera! development, prices 
of property dropping to a normal figure—and in some 
cases a little below the normal. 

We now pass over another twelve years, during which 
the city increased steadily in population. Also, owing 
to the discovery of cheap fuel, in the shape of petroleum, 
manufacturing becagsne an important addition to the re- 
sources of Los Angeles. Then something happened. It 
was a bad day for San Francisco, and a good day for 
Los Angeles, when the people of San Francisco, aided 
and abetied by a yellow sheet, permitted Henry E.

300 cars and employs over 1500 men. The entire system, 
city and suburban, is laid with heavy ralls, and joint- 
less, so as to make traveling easy. The equipment is al“ 
modern and up-to-date, with large, clean handsome cars, 
running at frequent intervals, from early in the morn- 
ing until late at night. One may ride from the south- 
west corner of the city to the city limits, between Los 
Angeles and Pasadena, a distance of eight miles, for a 
nickel, and in several other directions, by means 
transfers, for almost an equal distance 

Two subsidiary companies operate the suburban Hunt- 
ington lines. They are known, respectively, as the Pa- 
cifie Blectric Railroad Company and the Interurban 
Railroad Company. The total length of the track op- 
erated by these companies is over 200 miles. To Pasa- 
dena, a distance of about seven miles, there are two 
lines. An extension also runs from Pasadena to Alta- 
dena and Rublo Cafion, whence travelers take the incline 
and electric cars of the wonderful Mount Lowe Railway, 
which ts also a part of the Huntington system. 

The line to Long Beach, about twenty-four miles in 
length, has been a winner from the start. It makes 
quick time, and does an imanense business, the cars being 
sometimes run on Sundays and holidays every five min- 
utes. A branch extends in an easterly direction from 
near Long Beach to Huntington Beach, a new coast re- 
sort. This is being extended along the coast, to Newport 
Beach, in Orange county. There was also opened, on 
Thanksgiving Day, a branch line to Wilmington, on the 
bay of that name. Within a few weeks this will be ex- 
tended into San Pedro, the deep-water port of Los An-

the bringing together of concurring causes of attraction 
is interesting, and no doubt my list of such causes can 
be added to by many of my readers. 

First of all comes climate. This department of my 
subject has been so thoroughly written about that few 
words from me are necessary. But 1 should like 
to direct attention to this one point. All those who 
are drawn to Southern California by its climatic ad- 


vantages are not necessarily invalids. The sufferers: 


come, naturally, in every stage of invalidism, some to 
prolong the inevitable end, others to regain the health 
that assuredly would never have been regained in the 
cold or the damp of other regions. But quite as many 
arrive, not incapacitated by illness at all, but simply 
to settle themselves, to pursue their avocation, to build 
their homes, in the best and most congenial climate 


that America, or indeed the world, can offer them. | 


When a man in early life asks himself “Where shal! I 
start in on my career?” or another in middle age, with 
a competency secured and a longed for change of resi- 
dence rendered possible, inquires “Where can I most 
comfortably locate my family?” both of these find the 
ready answer—Southern California. For the certainty 
of 360. days of sunshine in every 365 constitutes an ir- 
renistible attraction. So they come in their legions, the 
hale as well as the valetudinarian, the young, the mid- 
dle- aged, and the old as well, who here, in the warmth 
of the sun tempered by cool ocean breezes, can add a 


cases drawn from the most refined, highly educated, 
ard intellectually ambitious grades of the population 
from which they came. Taking the people in the mass, 
we find no sordid rush for wealth in Southern California. 
The simple jdeal among rich and poor alike is 1 happy 
home and happy home life. And so, to the suburban 
city block or rural acre there is here a greater proportion 
of beautiful and happy homes than in any other land 1 
have ‘visited. Splendid educational facilities for the 
children, the strong spirit of temperanc:, ecxerc sing a 
dominant influence, cultured social circles where art, 
music, and literature are counted as among the nevces- 
saries of existence—these are the social charms where- 
with Southern California has wooed and won a goodly 
number of her newcomers. 

This brings me to the next reason why the population 
of Southern California keeps rapidly advancing. There 
is wealth in the land, or rather a splendid average 
standard of comfort, and there is therefore a steady 
@ethand for every article the soll or the factory can 
produce. The enlightened American farmer thoroughly 
appreciates the advantages of irrigation and intense 
culture. So with a local market assured, he comes to 
the region where the three essentials to good and profit- 
able farming can be attained—soll, sunshine, and water. 
The horticulturist sees the ever expanding market for 
California fruits all over the United States as well as in 
the home State; therefore he joins the incoming throng. 
The local needs of a big population have afforded an 


‘opening for a hundred manufacturing enterprises; thus 


the skilled artisan ig encouraged to make the change 
from East to West by the certainty there is a workshop 
open for him at this end of his journey. 

Again, my argument leads me on—indeed, it becomes 
a linked chain, the one link drawing up the other next 
to it. Why does the manufacturer come to Los Angeles— 
to a country which many outsiders fancy to be almost 
wholly agricultural in its resources? Simply because 
there is the great, ever increasing, and ever expanding 
local demar=] for precisely the commodities he can 
manufacture. and also, within recent years, there are 
the all-essential local conditions for successful manu- 
factures. I write “within recent years,” for the dis- 
covery of oil fuel in unlimited quantity is undoubtedly 
proving to be the most momentous event in the economic 
history of Southern California. 

on has supplied the last requirements to make the 
land an ideal one for the carrying on of great industries. 
In this climate factories are built more cheaply than in 
the rigorous north and east, and there has to be no 


price for every new plant put into operation. 

I have recently made a tour of many workshops in 
Los Angeles, big and little, ranging from ironworks 
to an organ building establishment. And while I have 
been struck by the great variety of the industries 
already firmly established, I have come away with the 
profound convictien that here we have in the early 
stages of its making one of the greatest manufacturing 
cities of America. The oil fuel furnaces, the electric 
power on tap, the railroad switches into every yard, 
the keen-brained, skilled and steady hands at work on 
forge or lathe—where will capitalists and manufacturers 
find things more splendidly conditioned to success? Of 
course they see it. New industries are being continu- 
ously started, those already started are being rapidly 
extended. 

So, returning to my main point, I find the tneoming 
throng of industrial employers and employés steadily 
augmenting. Therefore, to climate and social ad 
vantages we have to add favorable economic conditions 
as among the chief cause contributingsto the increase 
of population. And these very considerations afford the 
best proof that the growth will be maintained. Why. 
are palatial office buildings going up along every main 
street in the business quarter of Los Angeles? Simply 
because the trade and manufactures of the place require 
them. For around every industry started other indus- 


tries are fostered. So the builders of great steel struc- 
tures have come to the city, and are providing the 
necessary accommodations for banks, insurance offices, 
professional men in every line, merchanis, brokers, 
agents, real estate dealers—the vast army of commerce, 
in the widest meaning of the word, that keeps marching 
in as soon as the prosperity «4 a city and of a district 
is assured. 

In a new land, too, like Southern California, there is 
an immense attraction for the beginner in any industry 
who finds its virtually impossible to get a sthrt in the 
older and already congested manufacturing centers. Here 
are the vacant niches, and, to use homely phrase, the 
small man can “buck in.” With what assurance of 
success? For answer, I would bid any enquirer do as 
I have done. Let him go to the factories, and in nine 
cases out of ten he will be shown the tiny building, or 
the small area on which it formerly stood, where work 
was begun a brief five or six years ago. Yet now there 
are, perhaps, 300 hands at work around the spot where 
a single pair of hands made beginning of the enter- 
prise. And in the same neighborhood similar oppor- 
tunities still await the newcomer—-precisely similar in- 
dustries may be seen in the process of creation. To the 
professional man and the business man as well as the 
manufacturer, these arguments apply. Los Angeles at 
its present stage cf development is a city of unbounded 
possibilities, for all who come determined to find the 
particular opening for their energies. 

After the above enumeration of the classes that are 
being drawn to Southern California, it need not te added 
that many shrewd investors are with the incoming 
crowd. What other city in America can point to such 
rapidly and steadily advancing land values? To these 
there is no set-back. The market may yield for a few 
days, but, if a single notch in a rapidly risen price be 
lost today, a week later there are a dozen new notches 
gained. Ever upward is the movement, as the pessi- 
mists, the groaners over lost opportunities, the timid 
to snatch present opportunities just because the better 
chance was blindly mit sed before, all know well. 

There are even htme-seekers coming to Southern 
California in the firm, belief that with the opening of 
the Panama Cana! a f( w years hence there will te a boom 
in values along the whole Pacific Coast. For they fore- 
see that this great work of inter-ocean communication, 
reaching completion at the same time as the awakening 
of China to western civilization, cannot but quicken 
every vital interest in the American Far West—pro- 
ducing, manufacturing, trading, and shopping. 

Finally, jet it not be forgotten that every new eet'ticr 
brings other settiers. Brother follows brother, friend 
follows friend, to the land where the pioneer of the little 
group has found conditions favorable to prosperity and 
its attendant happiness. And very often, too, the casual 
visitor atides in our midst—the tourist who came to 
see the wonders of scenery finds the life so much to his 
liking, the chances so ready to his hand, that he loses 
no time in changim; his home stakes. 

Thus numerous ¢nd varied are the causes that keep

ABOVE THE CLOUDS. 

HROUGH all the twelve 
months in Southern Call- 
fornia the rugged slopes, 
the dome-like peaks, the 
crooked roads aud the 28 
zagging trails of the places 
above the clouds beckon to 
the lover of nature and of 
tolltude. When now and 
then the nerves, strained 
to the breaking point, re-

petty annoyances of every- 
day business are magnifiei 
far out of proportion by 
the way the worker's tired 
brain makes him see them, 
a few days, or even a few

will do wonders. 
Tt is during the summer months, when most of the 


elty workers have their vacations, that the shaded 


cafons and the tree-fringed summits are most peopled, 
but at all times of year you will find the vacation pil- 
grim there, tripping merrily over the miles of rough ana 
rocky paths, and forgetting that he ever had a nerve. 

In October, perhaps, is when you see the mountains at 
their best. Then you may find the forests of the higher 


altitudes ablaze with the scarlet dogwood, flaming with 


dhe sharp yellow of the oaks and golden with the dyin: 
fern crop. A few miles of walking through this, nature's 
own world’s fair, put one in good condition to return 
to the daily problem of the telephone, or of Smith's lat- 
est application for a loan. 

If you are not Athen or are not able to walk, there 
are heights to which you may ascend by the mountain 
railroad, or by the slower stage coach. Then, too, you 
may journey up the trail by the sure-footed burro, war- 
The hardy 
climber, however, scorns all these means of locomoitioa, 
and depends entirely on a good pair of legs. 

There are Rumerous ways in which you may spend 
your time in the mountains, while the spinal cord and 
its attached interior telegraph system is relaxing back 
to normal. If you have time for it or if you have sev- 
eral in the party and are outfitted with tents, blankets, 
provisions and other accessories, you may camp in some 
protected dell, and enjoy life all by yourselves. For 


those not situated so that they may care for themselves, 
there are in Southern California a number of mountain 
camps, conducted somewhat as hoteles: Some of these 
are open all the year, and others only during the sum- 
mer. Some of them have tenting and cottage quarters, 
for those who do not wish to engage board, and supply 
groceries and meats at prices somewhat higher than 
are charged down in the vailey. A good many of the 
mountain resorts of that sort are connected with the 
valley cities by telephones, 


In most of these camps, particularly when the night 
are crisp, t days pass in a way that lulls one to real 
rest. The meals are big events. They are not bolted 
at the greatest possible speed, so that the eater may 
hurry back to the office. About the fireside, at night, 
many of the vacation visitors find their greatest enjoy- 
ment. Before a great fireplace, generously heaped with 
blazing big backlog, smaller forestick, and plenty of 
pieces between them, the group of guests spend the even- 
ing with card games, stories of the old days back East 
and perbaps later on toward bedtime a phonograph con- 
cert. Then to their cabin or tent quarters they go, and 
each under a thick mess of blankets sinks physical weari- 
ness and meatal exhaustion in slumber. 


Making coffee when one is out on a day’s tramp is an 
interesting operation. The writer conceitedly attempted 
to reform the mountain colony into using 8 regular cof- 
fee pot, with side handle, lid handle, spout and all the 
fixtures, but the mountain colony has reformed him, 
and he now duly acknowledges that a utensil built about 
like a lard pail is the correct thing. The conversion 
came one day up in a little cafion near La Crescenta, 
where not a oarticle of wind was in evidence and the 
flame from a not over large fire swept up high and melt- 
ed the solder from the upper works of the pot, with dis- 
astrous results to the coffee. A pail wastes no room 
in a haversack, has no spout or side handle to nudge you 
in the back, and can be used to stow much more than 
you can get into a pot. The pail should be built with 
as little solder as possible, and the bale should penetrate 
the sides, so it cannot come off in the heat 


Another very useful utensil for camp coffee is a little 
egg-shaped etrainer affair, made of wire, and arranged 
with a hinge, so it will come apart at the middle. The 
coffee, which should be ground coarse, may be put into 
the strainer, which is then clamped tight and thrown 
into the pail of water, as soon as the fire is started. The 
strainer keeps the grounds from mixing with the bever- 
age. A cheesecloth sack also serves the same purpose.

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The Passing of the Old Pueblo of Los e Angeles. 


THE TRANSITION STAGE. 

EW, if any, of the great 
cities of the United States 
have had so obscure an or!i- 
gin as Los Angeles. It was 
nearly forty years after its 
founding tefore a foreigner 
entered its portals. While 
the towns of the Coast, San 
Francisco, Monterey and 
Santa Barbara, were visited 
by French, English, Russian 
and American explorers and 
travelers during the time 
California was under the 
domination of Spain, none of 
these penetrated to this in- 
land pueblo of Los Angeles. 
= Throughout the first four dec- 
ades of its existence it was 
as unknown to the world 


Trusion as is Lhasa, the hermit city of the Grand Lama 
8 today. During the forty years that it was under the 
ule of Spain, but one foreigner, Joseph Chapman, found 
tis way into the old pueblo, and he was brought here 
} prisoner. 

When Mexico achieved her independence from Spain 
he transition of the old pueblo from the domain of a 
nonarchy to the rule of republic wrought no change 
n its condition. The same laws continued in force, the 
tame customs and usages prevailed. Under Mexican 
rule a few foreigners straggled into the pueblo and de- 
tame permanent residents, but their presence had no 
influence and wrought no change. They adopted the 
customs they found in Vogue, embraced the State reli- 
gion, married into native families and settled down to 
a life of ease in a land of plenty. 

Sixty-five years past from the founding of the old 
pueblo, and in all these years it had grown in popula- 
tion at the leisurely average of two hundred and fifty 
in a decade. Then the Anglo-Saxon conqueror came. 
From Paso de Bartolo and La Mesa the boom of 
Stockton's cannon sounded the death knell of Spanish 
domination in California and the passing of the old 
pueblo began. 

The last Mexican stronghold in California, Los Angeles, 
surrendered to Commodore Stockton, January 10, 1847. 

A semi-military semi-civil government was inaugurated 
and the inhabitants were encouraged to continue thelr 
municipal government under the Mexican laws of the 
Territory. The treaty of peace in 1848, made all the 
native Californians who elected to remain in the country 
citizens of the United States. For three years and a 
half after the conquest the anomalous condition existed 
of citizens of the United States living in the United 
States’ territory, governed by Mexican laws, adminis- 
tered by a mixed constituency of Mexican born and 
American born officials. 

Just what these laws were it was difficult to find out. 
No code commissioners had codified the laws and it 
sometimes happened that the judge made the law to suit 
the case. Under the old régime the alcalde was often 
lawgiver, judge, jury and executioner all in one, so it 
did not astonish the native when the American followed 
Mexican precedents. That such a state of affairs pro- 
duced no serious difficulty was largely due to the easy 
good nature of the native Californians. Had their ad- 
hesion to the mother country. Mexico, been stronger 
there might have been strenuous protests and even 
armed uprising against an enforced allegiance to a 
government for which they could haye no love. But 
Mexico, at best, had been to them only a stepmother 
and their separation from her caused them no heart- 
aches. To the credit of the native Californian be it sald 
that throughout the trying ordeal! of transition, although 
often provoked by the arrogance of fellows of the baser 
sort, among the conquerors he bore himself as a good 
citizen and an honorable gentleman. 

The transition period from the rule of Mexico to the 
introduction of American laws and the inauguration of 
American forms of local government lasted three and a 
half years. 

The Legislature of 1849-50 divided the State into 
twenty-seven counties and provided for county, town and 
city governments. The first election for city officers in 
Los Angeles, under American law, was held July 1, 1850, 
and on July 3, three days later, the most illustrious 
ayuntamiento gave place to the honorable Common 
Council. For nearly three score years and ten, under the 
rule of Spain and her successor, Mexico, the ayunta- 
miento had been the lawmaker of the pueblo. Genera- 
tions had grown to manhood under its domination, 
monarchy, empire and republic had ruled the territory, 
had loosened their hold, had lost their powér, but 
through all changes the ayuntamiento had held its sway. 
Now, too, it must go.. Well might the old time Ange- 
lefio heave a sigh of regret at the downfall of that bul- 
wark of his liberty— Muy Illustre Ayuntamiento.” 

The members of the first council of Los Angeles were: 
David W. Alexander, Alexander Bell, Manuel Requena, 
Juan Temple, Morris L. Goodman, Cristoval Augilar and 
Julian Chavez. All of these except Goodman and Bell 
had been citizens of Mexico—some by birth others by 
naturalization. 

The Legislature of 1849-50 passed an act, April 4, 1859, 
incorporating the city of Los Angeles. Fifteen years 
before the Mexican Congress had decreed it a ciudad. 
Twice by different nations it had been raised to the 
dignity of a city and yet it was not much of a city 
after all There was not a sidewalk nor a graded street 


t 


and as free from foreign in- 


within its bounds; nor a street lamp nor a water pipe; 
not a schoolhouse nor a postoffice; not a printing press 
nor newspaper. It owned no municipal buildings, not 
even a jai!. It had a church and a graveyard, neither of 
which were really city property; and yet these were the 
only public improvements—if a graveyard can be called 
a public improvement—that seventy years of ayun- 
tamiento rule had produced. It was high time to “ring 
out the old, ring in the new.” 

The act of incorporation gave the city an area of 
four square mics. Why the “Legislature of a Thousand 
Drinks” pared.down its domain of four square leagues, 
that for seventy years under monarchy, empire and re- 
public it had held without dispute, does not appear either 
in the act or in the city records. As the members of 
that Legislature were mostly tenderfcet recent'y “ihe 
plains across,” they may have teen a little misty in r 
gard to the difference between a Spanish lega and an 
English mile; but the most charitable conclus on js that 
they deemed four square miles area enong for a city 
of 100 people. Why incorporate chaparral-covered hills 
and mustard-grown mesas inhabited by coyotes, jack- 
rabbits and ground squirre's? So they made its cimen- 
sicns a mile toward each win, measuring from the 
Plaza center, and the City of the Angels half a century 
ago ended at Fifth street on the south, on the north at 
the Catholic Cemetery, its eastern boundary skirted the 
mesa beyond the river, and its western boundary was 
hopelessly lost in the hills. No one on that side knew 
just where the city ended and the country began, and 
nobody cared, for the land was waterless and therefore 
considered worthless. 

The first Common Council of the city was a patriotic 
and public spirited body. The first resolution it passed 
reads as follows: 

“It having been observed that in other places the 
Council members were drawing a salary, it was unan!- 
mously resolved that the members of this Council shall 
receive neither salary nor fees of whatsoever nature for 
discharging their duties as such.” 

The task of Americanizing the people of the old pueblc 
was no easy undertaking. The population of the town 
and the laws were in a chaotic state. It was an arduous 
and thankless task that these old-time municipal legis- 
lators had to perform—that of evolving order out of the 
chaos that had been brought about by the change of 
nations as rulers. The native population neither under- 
stood the language nor the custome of their rulers, and 
the newcomers among the Americans had very littie 
toleration for the slow-going Mexican ways and methods 
they found prevailing in the city. To keep peace be- 
tween the various factions required more tact than 
knowledge of law or lawmaking in the legislator. Fortu- 
nately the first Council “was made up of level-headed 
men. 

The Indian was one of the disturbing elements that 
worried the city fathers; not the wild ones of the moun- 
tains who raided the ranchos and stole the rancheros 
horses and cattle and were shot on sight, but the ex- 
neophytes of the missions. The Mission Indians consti- 
tuted the labor element of the city and country. Whea 
sober they were harmless and were fairly good laborers, 
but in their drunken orgies they became veritable flends, 
and the usual result of their Saturday night revels was 
a dead Indian or two on Sunday morning; and all the 
others, old and young, male and fema e, were dead drunk. 
They were gathered up Sunday after their carousal and 
carted off to a corral. On Monday they were sentenced to 
hard labor for varying terms. At first they worked 
in the city chain gang on the streets, but the supply 
became too great and the Council passed an ordinance 
authorizing the cuctioning of them off to private 
parties for double the amount of their fine. Evi- 
dently auctioning Indiang to the highest bidders 
paid the city quite a revenue, for at a subsequent meet- 
ing after the passing of the above named ordinance the 
recorder or police judge waa authorized to pay the In- 
dian alcaldes or chiefs the sum of one real, 12% cents, 
out of every fine collected from Indians the said alcaldes 
may bring to the recorder for trial. A month or 80 
later the recorder presented a bill of $15, the amount 
of money he had paid the alealdes out of fines. At the 
rate of eight Indians to the dollar the alcaldes had evi- 
dently gathered up a hundred and twenty poor Lo’s. 

The whipping post was used to instill lessons of 
honesty and morality into the Indian. One court record 
reads: Chino Valencia (Indian,) was fined $50 and 
twenty-five lashes for stealing a pair of shears; the lat- 
ter fine (the lashes,) was paid in full, for the former 
be stands committed to the chain gang for two months.” 
At the same session of the court Vicente Guera, a white 
man, was fined $30 for selling liquor to the Indians— 
“fine paid and defendant discharged.” Drunkeness, im- 
morality and epidemics, civilization’s gift to aborigines, 
settled the Indian question in the old pueblo—settled it 
by exterminating the Indian. 

The evolution of the public utilities, such as the water 
supply, street lighting, railroads and so forth was of 
slow growth. For three-quarters of a century the zanja 
madre (mother ditch) furnished the main water system 
of the old pueblo, and the Indian, with hts yoke and 
water buckets, was the lateral distributing agent. One 
of the worries of the old regedores (councilmen) was 
their efforts to prevent the Indians from bathing and 
washing clothes in the zanja. As late as 1852 the City 
Council was compelled to pass a stringent ordinance 
against washing clothes in that part of the zanja from 
which the city’s water supply for domestic purposes was 
taken. The water cart came into use after the conquest 
and the Indian ceased to be the Aquarius of the pueblo. 

It was not until 1805 that water was piped into the 


city. The first water pipes were made 
of young pine trees brought down from thse — 
nardino Mountains. These were made ints tude, 
boring out the hearts with pump augurs and ties 
were then spliced together.

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Southwestern Miners Have Had a Highly Successful Year. 


GOLD, COPPER, SILFER. 

: INING made a. good record in 
the Southwest last year. More 
new properties were brought in 
than during any previous year— 
particularly gold and copper 
properties—and the demands 
ecnsequent thercon, for machine- 
ry and mine supplies, have given 
good business to other lines of 
trade, from which Los Angeles 
has largely b-nefited. Another 
thing that help d the good werk 
was the absence of labor trou- 
bles, which ro greatly interfered 
during 1903 with mining opera- 
tions at Randsburg, Cal., Search- 
light, Nev., and in several of the 

large camps of Yavapai county, 
Ariz. Labor troubles not only interfere with operations 
at producing mines, checking production, but they also 
stop work on properties undergoing development, pre- 
venting the investment of the necessary cap:tal and the 
purchase of machinery and mine supplies. 

The value of the mineral production of Southern Cal- 
ifornia for the year 1903 is shown by the reports of the 
State Mining Bureau to have been $11,291,367. Fer the 
last year (1964) the value of Southern California's min- 
eral production may be estimated at $12,147,500. If to 
that amount there be added the value of Arizona's gold, 
silver, lead and copper production for 1904, estimated by 
the Governor of Arizona at $38,750,000, and add to that 
the gold production of Southern Nevada, tributary to 
Los Angeles, you have a total mineral production for 
this southwestern region last year of $53,397,500. Nor 
does that include such proportion of the gold, silver and 
copoer output of the State of Sonora and of Lower 
California, in Mexico, as might be properly included in 
the mineral production of this southwestern region, in- 
asmuch as a considerable proportion of the value of 
such output comes to Los Angeles in settlement of ma- 
chinery and mine supplies. 

Kern county continues to hold first place as a gold 
producer in Southern California, with San Diego sepond 


“and San Bernardino third. The two principal camps of

Kern county are Randsburg and Mojave. In the former 
the Yellow Aster mine is the largest producer, 
Lode. Other prop- 
erties that contributed their quota to Kern county's 
gold production are: The Baltic, Gold Coin, Hard Casf, 
Buckboard, the G. B., Monte Cristo, Hector, King Solo- 
mon, and some others of lesser note. In the Mojave 
district of Kern county the principal mincs are: The 
Exposed Treasure, Karma, Echo, Gold Standard, Flam o- 
fumes, Gray Eagle, Revenue, Soledad, and Queen 
Esther. In the Rosamond district are the L'da, better 
known as the “Hamilton” mine, the Fair View, the 
Milwaukee, Gold King, and the Fay. In the Amalie 
district are the Zenda, Zada, Barbarossa, and some oth- 
ers under development, and which have produced in the 
aggregate a considerable amount of gold: Kern ville and 
Havilah districts contain a number of properiles upon 
which a large amount of development has been done 
and which give good promise fcr the future. 

In San Diego county, the Golden Cross mines a* 
Hedges continue to hold first place, notwithstanding all 
the litigation they have gone through. Their produc- 
tion for the year has been about $140,000, which might 
be very considerably increasei. The California King 
gold mine in the Picacho district is ancther of San Di- 
ego's properties that had its full share cf legal troub‘e 
during the last year. The property is one of great ex- 
tent, well equipped and with a fine mill and cyan'de

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America 5 Preponderating Balance of Power in the Pacific. 


CALIFORNIA WILL BENEFIT. 


ECIDEDLY commerce is 


| war, but it is war 
without brutality—rivairy 
without antagonism. 
Commercial needs or 
commercial wrongs may 
provoke the appeal to 


force, but this itself is de- 
structive of commerce, 
which suffers loss and un- 
dergoes restriction until 
peace is restored. A 
strong navy must ever be 
the bulwark of commerce, 
for the international! high- 
ways of trade are on the 
sen, and national prepar- 
edness affords. the best 
guarantee that the peace- 
ful rules of the commercial game shal! not be violet ed. 
and the bitterness of feeling, or sense of ln jut ice, that 
leads to the grim trial of physical strength thereby en- 
gendered. 

These are truisms, but in view of fast-hurrying events 
in the Far East, and the looming importance of the Pa- 
cific Ocean as a waterway for the mercantile fleeta of 
the world, the elemental truths they embody well de- 
serve the consideration of all thoughtful minds. And to 
American citizens, especially, they appeal at the present 
juncture, for the geographical position of the United 
States brings the arguments more closely home to them 
than to the people of any other nation. 

Hitherto, the commercial center of gravity in the 
United States has been east of thg Mississippi, for there 
the great manufacturing industries of the country have 
been mainly located. The chief trade outlet to the Far 
East has been across the Atlantic, and, with or with- 
out che transshipment of cargoes, through the Mediier- 
ranean and the Suez Canal to the Oriental marts be- 
yond. Transcontinental railways have, within the past 
generation, diverted the stream to a certain extent, and 
a substantial trade with Japan and China has been es- 
tablished from San Francisco and Puget Sound. This 
has been simultaneous with a gradual] shifting of the 
industrial center of gravity toward the west. But with 
the construction of the Panama Canal, and with che 
real opening up of the vast and still practically unde- 
veloped markets of China and other eastern lands, this 
movement will be greatly accelerated. Not merely will 
American cargo-carrying veasels from Atlantic ports no 
longer make for the Far East by way of Europe, but 
turn instead toward the west and the Pacific Ocean, in 
accordance with the law that trade seeks the shortest 
sea route. But by the same law, and with the stimulus 
imparted to trade and manufactures, the tendency will 
be to establish all industries that can possibly be so 
established on the western seaboard. For the short- 
est sea route of all will be from Pacific ports. The 
grect trade of the Atlantic not only made our busy east- 
ern seaports, but helped to create the industries of our 
Eastern States. With-a great trade on the Pacific, sim!- 
lar results will follow in the West. The awakening of 
China will be the golden opportunity for California and 
her sister States on the littoral of the great ocean. 

To indicate the possibilities of the trade that is open- 
Ing up. let us reckon the population on the other side 
of the Pacific. The figures show that clase to 500000, 
000 of people are there congregated, one-third the pcp- 
ulation of the entire globe. This enormous mass of 
humanity is made up as follows: 

Chinese empire, about 320,000,000. 

Manchuria and East Siberia, about 10,000,000. 

Korea, about 10,000,000. 

Japan (including Formosa.) about 43,000,000. 

Siam, about 5,000,000. 

Dutch Eart Indies, about 35,000,000. 

Indo-China, about 22,000,000. 

British Eas: Indies, about 4,000,000. 

Philippines, about 8,000,000. 

Australasia and the Pacific Islands, about 5,000,000. 

If to this total be added the 350,000,000 of India, lying 
Just beyond, we have more than one-half of the human 
race accounted for. While many millions of these are 
uncivilized, many scores of millions have their own 
civilization, and no immediate need of western civiliza- 
tion or western wares. But, now that the leaven is 
at work, this need is daily growing. For example, Ja- 
pan, awakened to western civilization, with but one- 
eighth of the population of China, has eigté times as 
great a foreign trade. Thus may be seen the vast field 
for trade expansion in China when that country also 
— 

itions. 

The two great nations of Anglo-Saxon stock girdle the 
earth along the main thoroughfare of trade. Their 
common object has been frequently avowed—namely, 
equal opportunity in neutral markets for all nations. 
Both have been the strenuous advocates of the “open 
door” in China. In working for the common end there 
has been no alliance, no need for any alliance. Unity 
of action has been established on the best and most 
secure foundation of all, that is, on the basis of com- 
mon interest. In other words, neither power will stand 
by and see her commerce injured by forceful tactics 
or underhand diplomacy. And only in face of this 
strong attitude will every other nation come to recog- 
nize that it is the interest of all to hold in restraint 
the assumption of preponderance by anyone. 

But if the moral position be strong. there must be 
material power behind it to make it effective. A strong 


days. 


fleet means | strong land defenses as well. For the pur- 
pose of a fleet is not to defend a shore line; it must be 
free and unfetiered, mobile at any moment, able to go 
anywhere for the striking of offensive blows. Recent 
articles in The Times have shown that we have on the 
Pacific side at once an inadequate naval squadron, in- 
adequate land fortifications, and an inadequate number 
of trained men. Events move swiftly in these modern 
Now is the time, while the Panama Canal is in 
process of making, to look the future squarely in the 
face, and prepare our#ives for our new responsibilities. 

In view of current events and possible developments 
in the Far East, a survey of the positions held by the 
various powers on the shores and among the islands 
of the Pacific will be of interest. 

In regard to the American side little need be said. 
The United States has a long shore line with compara- 
tively few inlets of size and startegical importance. 
But Puget Sound and San Francisco bay are among 
ihe finest natural harbors in the world, while San 
Diego is also a shipping port of high potential value. 
and San Pedro will soon take its place among the im- 
portant ports of the world. The Certral and South 
American republics may be disregarded, as negligible 
quantities in international politics. Canada, however, 
both from her own natural resources and as an integral 
part of the British empire, holds a position of great 
importance. She has the splendid harbor of Vancouver, 
the fortified naval station of Esquimalt, and unlimited 
coal supplies. 

Australia, at the other end of the diagonal, is some- 
What analogous to Canada. It is a British possession, 
has one of the largest coal fields in the world at New- 
castle, New South Wales, and possesses a magnificent 
naval base in Sydney, besides several other fine har- 
bors adequately fortified. The Aurtralian squadron of 
the imperial navy, as recently reconstituted, numbers 
seven cruisers, besides a number of gunboats. A branch 
of the Royal Naval Reserve has 1600 men on its rolls, 
Australians and New Zealanders, who have completed 
their service afloat. Tue commonwealth has only a 
small permanent army of 1100 men, but her militia and 
volunteers mourt up to 59,000 men, and their military 
dash and efficiency were abundantly proved in the South 
African war. There are, furtbe- more, 20,000 vo unteers 
in the island colony of New Zealand, where elso are 
splendid natura! harbors and abundant coal supplies. 

In the South Pacific Great Britain holds the isl- 
ands of Fiji, Tonga, the Solomon group, and several 
other minor archipelagoes. She also shares with France 
the adminiet ration of the New Hebrides. In the East 
Indies her possessions include the southeast portion 
of the island of New Guineas; the northern portion of 
Borneo; Singapore, an island at the extremity of the 
Malay Peninsula, over which latter she exercises a 
protectorete that is virtual sovereignty; and Hongkong. 
an island off Southern China, together with a strip of 
territory on the mainiand coposite, leased for ninety- 
nine years to make the island defenses secure. Singa- 
pore is protected by several forts, and has a small reg- 
ular garrison, besides a large and effective volurteer 
force. Hongkong is strongly fortified, as it is the key 
of British power in the Far Bast. It has a permanent 
imperial garrison of 3200 men, and is the head- 
quarters of the China squadron, which comprises no 
fewer than sixty war vessels of all sizes. The dockyard 
has been recently extended and improved. 

In India and Burmah, which do not touch the Pacifir, 
yet lie at its back door, the British imperial forces 
number 232,000 men. Of these 75,000 are British troops, 
long-service men; thoroughly seasoned, and from fre- 
quent participation in frontier wars inured to cam- 
oaigning. The Indian native army of 157,000 men com- 
prises some of the finest fighting material in ¢he world. 
the Sikhs of the Punjab and the Ghoorkas of the Hima- 
layas notably having distinguished themselves on many 
a hard-fought field These soldiers are available for 
8000 of them to Cyprus at the close of the Russo- 
Turkish war, they have taken part in all the Sou- 
danese campaigns, and in the recent Boxer troubles 
they formed a portion of the British force that assisted 
in the relief of the legations at Peking. 

Dealing next with the Germans, we find them also es- 
tablished on the Shartung Peninsula. They hold the 
oort of Kiau-Chau, on the eastern seaboard. Their lease 
of the town, harbor. and a contiguous district of 200 
square miles, is for ninety-nine years, and they also 
claim exclusive rights for mining and railway con- 
struction throughout the entire province of Shartung. 
Germany. in pursuance of the “mailed fist“ method of 
doing things, has fortified Kiau-Chau. She keeps her 
small Pacific squadron there. and a permanent force of 
2754 marines and marine artillery. It remains to be 
seen whether, as a result of the war, if Russia be ex- 
cluded from Manchuria, and Greet Britain relinquish 
Wel-Hal- Weil. the Germans will not also have to quit 
what will then be 4 territorial position of exclusive 
privilege. 

Germany's footing in the Pacific is otherwise quite 
inconsiderable. She owns the Marianne or Ladrone 
islets, but Guam, at the southern extremity of the group, 
belongs to the United States. With Great Britain and 
Holland she has a share of New Guinea, holding the 
northeast corner of the island. This colony is named 
Kaiser Wilhelmsiand, but like all the other German 
oversea possessions is little patronized by Germans and 
remains practically undeveloped. G@rmany also pos- 
sesses the two largest Samoan Islands, but the United 
States owns Tutuila, on which is the harbor of Pago 
Pago, the only safe anchorage in the archipelago. 

France occupies the large territory grouped under

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A NEW OBSERVATORY. 


UNIQUE astronomical observa- | 
tory is now being installed, and 
will scon be fully equipped and | 
in succetsful work on Mount 
Wilson, in the Sierra Madre 
range, about ten mil-s from Los 
Angeles. Its most striking fea- 
ture is the Snow hor zontal te-e- 
scope, with a focal length of 
145 feet, to which will be ap- 
penced a thirty foot spectro- 
helicgraph, both being enclosed 
in a special structure 200 feet 
in length. The main puryose 
of these instrument; is to en- 
duct solar investizations—to ascertain what chemi- 
cal elements are feeding the sun's ferce flames, 
to inquire into the nature and cause of the mys‘eri- 
ous sunspots, which at times synchronize with ter- 
restrial magnetic disturbences, and to learn something, 
if possible, regarding the stupendous outbursts cf ma- 
ter, which rise in vast jets of cakiam, hydrogen, ircn 
and other vapors, to he ghts of hundreds of thousands 
of miles in a few moments. The ober- a ory w. Il also 
be provided with the splendid Bruce photographic tele- 
scope, for the purpove of accurately chariing port/ons 
of the haavens and of further exploring the stellar cepths, 
und so will be prepared to aid in the solution of many 
other problems pertaining to cclestial phenomena. 

Dr. Geo. E. Hale, director of the Yerkes Observatory, 
and professor of astronomy in the Chicago University, 
will be in personal charge of the Mount Wilson observa- 
tory for some time to come, and possibly permanently. 
He is an interesting character, and a genius. When a 
mere lad, he built and equipped the Kenwood Oleerva- 
tory, near Chicago, and it was at first regarded as the 
plaything of a mere amateur. But his work was 80 

remarkable, and his devices for extending researches 
in his chosen field—eolar physics—were 80 ingenious | 
and effective, that his reputation sprcad beyond zi 


native land, and be was presently recognized as one of 
the original and\successful investigators of the world. 
He is now president of the Society for International 
Coéperation in Solar Research, with members from 
every civilized ccun‘ry on the globe. 

Among those who will be closely associated wiih Dr. 
Hale, at Mount Wilson, are George W. Ritchey, professor 

practical astronomy and superintendent of ius ru- | 

ntal construction; Ferdinand Ellerman, ass stant in 
instrumertal astronomical physics and spectroscopy; 
Walter 8. Bard, assistant in stellar spectroscopy; and 
Clement Jacomini, in immediate charge of Instrumental 
construction. These are already on the ground and 
busily engaged at the machine shop of the Mount Wilron 
Observatory, located in Pasadena, where they are ac- 
tually manufacturing many of the delicate and compli- 
cated devices necessary for the efficient « peration of the 
telescope and spec ro-heliograph. 

Besides those named, Prof. E. E. Barnard, discoverer 
ofthe fifth satellite of Jupiter, and specially noted for 
the beauty of his ce'estial photographs, is eslready en 
route for Mount Wilson, where he will be permanently 
located. 

The Bruce telescope is of special design and of great 

power. It is, in fact, a triple telescope—one of the 
glasses being for direct vision. The photographic tube 
is ten inches in diameter with a fifty-inch focus. The 
third tube is used by the observer to follow the object; 
a comet, for instance, which is not moving paralled to 
the celestial equator. Great results are anticipated from 
the manipulation of this noble instrument by a master 
band. 
As before remarked, the Snow horizortal telescope 
and its muliitudinous attachments require an encicsure 
200 feet in length. This is a sort of house, supported by 
a steel framework, and protected from sudden atmos- 
pheric changes by canvas louvres. At the southern end 
of the tube a hellostadt, consisting of a plain mirror, 
moving on a universal joint, and controlled by cicckwork, 
reflects the image of the sun into the tube to a concars 
mirror, 145 fect dis ant. This p oduces a vivid image 
of the sun, 16 inches in diameter, showing wond: :f11 
„teil. When it is remembered tha: the great Yorkes 
telescope, with a 40-faot object glass and a 64-foot 
ſocus, produces an image but reven inches in diameter, 
tie great advantage of the Snow telescope, with its 148. 
foot focus and 16-inch image of the sun, will . once 
be apparent. 

Hitherto, Dr. Hale and others engaged in spec 
troscopic work have been able to observe but 
one element at a given inrtant of time If 
for instance, there is a great outburst of calc um vapor 
on the sun's surface, K is highly orobable that there 
may simultaneously be an uprush of other gase 
hydrogen, sodium, iron, etc., but in all prezent instru? 
ments but one of the e ges eim be seen at the some 
instant. In Dr. Haes new instrumeat, however, there 
are adjustments that will enable the cbserver to study 
the behavicr of two, and even three elm at (he same 
moment, whether they commingle, cr disp'ace each other 
or, as they reach the colder outer regions, have their 
temperature sufficiently re luced to form chemical com- 
pounds, may be de‘ermined {broug) the rescarchcs made 
possible by these new inveocticns end devices of Dr. Hale. 

It is already known that the site for th's astro-ph: sl- 
ea] observatory was selected because of its exceedingly ' 


favorable atmospheric conditions. These consist of cn 
exceptional number of cloediess days im the average 
year, and also of great freedom from violent te- 
pheric disturbances. It there is a swirl of sir-currenis, 
even on a clear day, the “seeing” is not good. The 
magnified image is distorted, and its tremulous motion 
prevents clear definition of detail, oftem preventing ac- 
curate measurements. And the greater the magnifying 
power, the greater the distortion, rendering it imposs. bie 
to do any work till the conditions improve. Every 
astronomer who experienced these vexatious bin- 
drances to good Work, will appreciate the immense a4 
vantage of having normal clear skies and a calm, un.
